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MATTERS IN WASHINGTON 
OF INTEREST TO PAPER MEN 


Economic Study of the News -Print Situation Which Officials 
of the Federal Trade Commission Have Been Making 
Is Understood to Be Completed—Will Be Some Weeks, 
However, Before Anything Official Is Known Regarding 
the Results of the Commission’s Investigations—Another 
Bill and Resolution to Remedy Print Paper Situation— 
Col. Greeley Chief Forester. 


t [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., March 16, 1920.—While officials of the 
Federal Trade Commission refused to discuss the situation at 
this time, it is understood on good authority that the economic 
study which has been made by officials of the commission at the 
request of the Attorney General in the news print case has about 
been completed and the preliminary report is now understood 
to be in the hands of Commissioner Huston Thompson, who is 
in direct charge of this investigation. 

Following a careful study of the report by Commissioner 
Thompson it will be laid before the full commission and either 
then forwarded to the Attorney General or additional informa- 
tion added before the answer is sent to the Department of Justice. 
It may, therefore, be some weeks before anything official is 
known in connection with the result of the commission’s investi- 
gation. 

Information Wanted on Print Paper 

After considerable discussion the House of Representatives 
yesterday passed the following resolution which was introduced 
on March 8 by Representative Harrison of Virginia requesting 
certain information on print paper for the Secretary of Commerce. 
The resolution is as follows: 

That the Secretary of Commerce is hereby requested to furnish 
to the House of Representatives such information as he may 
have in regard to the supply, distribution, and consumption of 
print paper in the United States; such information as he may have 
in regard to any shortage in the supply of such print paper‘and 
the classes of newspapers or periodicals that have been affected 
by such shortage; whether any class of newspapers have secured 
by contract or otherwise any undue preference or advantage over 
other classes of newspapers in the supply of print paper; and 
such information as he may have in regard to the issuance of 
any regulations governing the distribution and consumption of said 
print paper. 

To Conserve Supply of Print Paper 

Representative Thompson, of Ohio, has introduced a bill in 
the House “to increase the revenue of the Government of the 
United States and to conserve the supply of print and other paper 
by imposing a tax upon advertisers.” The bill, which has been 
referred to the Committee on Ways and Means, is as follows: 

That from and after the passage of this Act there shall be 
levied, assessed, collected, and paid by the advertiser upon all 
advertisements in any book, magazine, or newspaper having a 
circulation of five thousand or more, pamphlet or other publication 
entering the United States mails a tax equivalent to 10 per centum 
of the sum usually charged by the publishers of such book, maga- 
zine, newspaper, pamphlet, or other publication for such adver- 
tising matter: Provided, That such tax shall not apply to nor 
be collected upon classified advertisements when the same is a 
bona fide advertisement of articles “lost” or articles “found,” of 
“help wanted,” of “positions wanted,” nor to bona fide public sales 
at auction of live stock and farming implements and utensils. 

Sec. 2. That there shall be levied, assessed, collected, and paid 


by the advertiser on all advertising matter other than specified 
in section 1 hereof a tax equivalent to 15 per centum of the sum 
usually charged for the production of such advertising matter. 
Sec. 3. That each person, corporation, partnership, or associa- 
tion receiving any payments referred to in this Act shall collect 
the amount of the tax imposed herein from the person, corpora- 
tion, partnership, or association liable therefor, and shall make 
monthly returns under oath, in duplicate, and pay the taxes so 
collected to the collector of internal revenue of the district in 
which the principal office or place of business is located or obli- 
gation for the collection of the tax arose. Such returns shall 
contain such information and be made in such a manner as the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may by regulation prescribe. 


Col. Greeley to Be Chief Forester , 


Secretary Meredith has selected Col. W. B. Greeley, Assistant 
Forester in the Forest Service, for chief forester to succeed Col. 
Henry S. Graves on the latter’s retirement May 1. 

Colonel Greeley is from California, a graduate of the University 
of California and the Yale Forest School, and has been in the 
Forest Service continuously since 1904 except for two years of 
military service with the American Expeditionary Forces. He is 
40 years old. 

In the Forest Service he has had long and varied administrative 
experience. He has been advanced through all the technical 
grades from the lowest to his present position as assistant forester. 
His first assignment was in the southern Appalachians. From 
1906 to 1908 he was Supervisor of the Sequoia National Forest in 
California. 

After a short period of service in the Washington office he 
was appointed District Forester in charge of the National Forests 
of Montana and northern Idaho, with headquarters at Missoula, 
Montana. In this position it fell to him to protect these forests, 
having a total area of over 29,000,000 acres at the time of the 
great fires in 1910. 

The following year he was appointed Assistant Forester and 
placed in charge of the Branch of Silviculture, now the Branch 
of Forest Management, in the Washington office. This branch 
has supervision of all national forest timber sales and timber 
cutting, together with other important lines of work. 

With the opening of the war it was decided to raise and send 
to France forestry troops, and their recruiting was assigned to 
Colonel Greeley. To prepare the way for their operations in the 
French forests, the chief forester, Colonel Graves, was sent to 
France and attached to the General Staff. One of his first steps 
was to s@d for Colonel Greeley to aid in the work. After 
Colonel Graves returned to the United States, Colonel Greeley 
took his place and finally became chief of the Forestry section 
in the American Expeditionary Forces, in charge of 21,000 forestry 
troops and 95 sawmills, with lumbering operations scattered from 
the zone of military operations to the Pyrenees and from the 
Swiss border to the Atlantic. 

He was awarded a decoration by the French, in recognition 
of his war service, as a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor, and 
by the British as member of the Distinguished Order of Great 
Britain. Last July, after nearly two years of foreign service, he 
was brought back to the United States, and in October resumed 
his old position in the Forest Service, but retaining a commission 
as Lieutenant-Colonel in the Engineer Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

He is-also a fellow of the Society of American Foresters and 
an author of various publications and papers on forestry subjects. 
His high professional standing, broad training, and experience, 
and demonstrated capacity as an executive cause him to be re- 
garded as undoubtedly the best man in the country for the position. 

“I consider,” said Secretary Meredith in announcing his selec- 
tion, “that the department is fortunate in having available a man 
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so well qualified to fill an exceptionally difficult and responsible 
position, and I am convinced that the public interests in forestry 
will be in good hands with Colonel Greeley at the head of our 
Forest Service.” 
France Reduces Tariff on Print Paper 

A new French law has extended the law of August, 1915, re- 
ducing the tariff rates on print paper, and on cellulose pastes 
destined for paper manufacture. This reduction will continue in 
force until June 30. 

Increased Production Convention 


Seeing in increased production a means of restoring normal 
business and price conditions, the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States will make its eighth annual meeting, to be held at 
Atlantic City April 27 to 29 an “Increased Production Conven- 
tion.” 

This subject is considered of such importance that in working 
out a program for the meeting every topic will be considered 
from this viewpoint. Lack of production, it is pointed out, is 
one of the chief causes of the high cost of living, which cannot 
be reduced until more goods are put on the market. The present 
is a seller’s and not a buyer’s market. Prices have been forced 
up by competitive bidding. This in turn has made necessary 
unusual wage increases, with a still further rise in manufacturing 
and production costs. 

Even with the exchange situation as it is, with its threatened 
curtailment of exports to Europe, manufacturers generally be- 
lieve it will be a long time before production in the United States 
catches up with the demand for goods. In the meantime pro- 
ducers are faced with the task not only of meeting current de- 
mands, but with making up in some directions production lost as 
a result of the diversion of manufactured goods for war purposes. 

The general subject of increased production has been divided 
up in the program for the convention into sub-subjects. The 
first to be taken up will be the government in relation to produc- 
tion. Under this heading will be considered anti-trust legisla- 
tion and taxation. Business of every kind is keenly interested 
at this time in the situation with respect to taxation, especially in 
the subject of excess profits taxes, against which there has been 
general complaint. 

The second general subject to be taken up will be transporta- 
tion in relation to production. This will include both land and 
water transportation. One of the chief causes of lack of produc- 
tion just now, it has been pointed out, is the general shortage 
of railroad equipment. One authority estimates that the country 
is short at least 200,000 box cars and all lines of industry have 
felt the shortage. i 

International finance and its relation to world production has 
a prominent place on the programme. This subject will be dis- 
cussed both from the financier’s and the business man’s point of 
view. The Chamber has just expressed its willingness to name 
delegates to an international financial conference under limita- 
tions outlined by the Treasury Department. Lack of means of 
financing European industries is a decided factor in retarding 
production in marly of the countries of Europe. 

Another important general subject will be the relation of labor 
to production. 

Besides the general sessions there will be held group meetings, 
divided as along the great divisions of industry. In these meet- 
ings the subject of increased production, as in the general meet- 
ings, will be the main topic discussed.

to $300,000. 
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National Waste Material Dealers Meet 

Members of Credit Bureau of the National Association of 
Waste Material Dealers held an informal dinner and conference 
Monday evening, March 15, at the Astor Hotel, New York. A 
brief report by the Bureau’s secretary of the work done in that 
branch since the last meeting was followed by a lecture by 
E. H. Naylor, secretary of the Writing Paper Manufacturers’ 
Association on the value of statistical records to members of 
trade organizations, which he illustrated with charts on the 
subject. Mr. Naylor was followed by Thomas Hough, Jr., of 
the Yawman & Erbe Company, of Rochester, N. Y., and Charles 
B. Couchman, of Pace & Pace, expert cost accountants of New 
York. 

Sixty members of the National Association of Waste Material 
Dealers convened at the Hotel Astor, New York, March 16. The 
meeting was presided over by F. Reidenbach, who was elected 
temporary chairman. Of special interest to the paper trade were 
the three meetings held jointly on the morning of that day. 
These, with the presiding chairmen, were as follows: The 
Paper Stock Division, James Rosenberg, of the American Wood 
Pulp Company; the Waste Paper Division, Thomas F. Garvan, 
of Thomas F. Garvan & Co., Hartford, Conn., and the Paper 
Stock Division, Daniel I. Murphy, of Philadelphia. 

Among other matters discussed were local shipping conditions, 
plans for the improvement of baling, the railroad situation, car 
shortage, etc., port facilities and the freight embargoes. 

The National Association of Waste Material Dealers held its 
Seventh Annual Banquet Wednesday evening, March 17, at 7:30, 
in the North Ball Room of the Hotel Astor, New York. Ap- 
proximately four hundred members were in attendance, the 
largest gathering of waste material dealers on record. 

The speakers of the evening were Joseph T. Robinson, United 
States Senator from Arkansas, and the Rev. S. Park Cadman, 
D.D., of Brooklyn. A highly amusing professional story teller, 
one Douglas Malloch, delivered several humorous monologues 
which added to the members’ high spirits, and an excellent or- 
chestra and male quartet supplied the evening’s musical program. 





International Buys Aroostook Pulp Mill 

Van Buren, Me., March 15, 1920—The Aroostook Pulp and 
Paper Company’s mill at Van Buren has recently been trans- 
ferred to the American Realty Company, a subsidiary of the 
International Paper Company. The transfer includes, in addi- 
tion to the pulp, the holding and shore rights of the company 
along the St. John River, on which the mill is located at Keegan, 
just above Van Buren. 

This plant, which is at present turning out an average of 67 
tons of sulphate pulp daily, was bought by the International 
Paper Company for the purpose of supplying those of its mills 
manufacturing kraft with the pulp. The plant is up-to-date in 
every particular, having been completed by the Aroostook Pulp 
and Paper Company in 1918. 





Contracts Let for O. B. Andrews Paper Mill 

Cuattanooca, Tenn., March 15, 1920—O. B. Andrews, presi- 
dent of the recently organized O. B. Andrews Paper Mill, has an- 
nounced that contracts for the new building construction had 
been awarded Moudy & Co., Chattanooga. : 

Under the terms of the contract, the work is to be completed 
within one hundred and fifty-five working days. Representatives 
of the contracting company stated they would conclude their task 
within the alloted four months. 

The buildings will be of mill construction, the material mainly 
steel and concrete. Contracts for the complete equipment of the 
big plant were let some weeks ago. Unless unforeseen circum- 
stances prevent, it is believed the mill will be in operation before 
Christmas.

BUYERS FROM ABROAD SEEK 
PAPER AND PULP IN CANADA 


Signor Ramonida, Representing a Majority of the Paper Mills 
of Spain, Endeavors to Arrange With Canadian Mills 
for the Regular Shipments of Sulphite and Sulphate to 
Spain—New Zealand Asks the Canadian Government 
for News Print—Appeal of Price Bros. & Co. Expected 
to be Heard This Week—Important Water Power Leg- 


islation to be Taken up in New Brunswick.

MontTREAL, Que., March 15, 1920.—The world-wide shortage in 
pulp and paper is strikingly exemplified by the arrival in Montreal 
of Signor Ramonida, who has come to this country as the repre- 
sentative of the majority of the paper mills in Spain, to see if 
he can make an arrangement with Canadian mills for the ship- 
ment of regular supplies of sulphite and sulphate pulp to Spain. 
He states that before the war the Spanish mills were getting sup- 
plies from Russia, and since have been buying largely from 
Scandinavia, and also to some extent from the United States. 
The mills have met with great difficulty in getting their supplies, 
and do not think that they have been treated fairly either in the 
matter of price or of quality. They attribute this partly to the 
fact that they have been dealing with jobbers, and they now 
wish to establish direct connection with Canadian producers, and 
are prepared to send Spanish ships for supplies, if they can get 
them. Signor Ramonida had already interviewed the Riordon 
Company, the Acer Company, the Canadian Pulp and Paper As- 
sociation, and intends to interview the Canadian Trade Com- 
mission in Ottawa. As practically all the output of the mills 
has already been sold or contracted for, there is very little hope 
of the Spanish mills getting much from Canada at the present 
time. 

New Zealand Asks for News Print 

Sir George Foster, Acting Prime Minister of Canada, has 
transmitted to the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, the fol- 
lowing cable which has just been received from Premier Massey, 
of New Zealand: 


“With reference to letter of October 11, can you arrange kindly 
to have 500 reels news print purchased from makers, and pur- 
chased on behalf of newspaper in New Zealand by the Canadian 
Government. Matter most urgent. Government guarantees 
price.” . 

Sir George adds that the Canadian Trade Commission is ex- 
tremely anxious that something shall be done in the matter, and 
will be glad if the paper asked for can be supplied. 

There is little prospect that the demand can be complied with, 
as demands from all quarters are ahead of the output. It is 
possible that the Association will so inform Sir George Foster, 
and that it will be added that perhaps news print manufacturers 
here would have been able to do something if the Government 
had not ordered them to supply Canadian publishers ad lib., thus 
encouraging a waste that can ill be afforded. 


Waterbury Publisher Hit by Shortage 


Mr. Pape, publisher of the Republican, of Waterbury, Conn., 
has been in Canada during the past few days, endeavoring to 
secure news print for his paper. While in Montreal he stated 
that the Canadian Government, in his opinion, was absolutely 
wrong in discriminating in favor of Canadian publishers, be- 
cause while the latter asserted that they were in a country where 
there was plenty of news print for domestic requirements, there 
would be no such volume of news print produced were it not 
for the export trade. If the industry were left to domestic re- 


quirements, there would be mighty few mills, and prices would be 
much in excess of what they are now. Two or three mills 
would be sufficient to take care of Canadian requirements, and 
the probability is that instead of, as now, having mills dotted 
over the country, within easy reach, the majority of the papers 
would have to pay heavy freight charges for long distance trans- 
portation. In fact, one mill of the size of the Spanish River Mill, 
would be sufficient to supply all Canada. Therefore he thought 
it hardly fair that American publishers should be discriminated 
against. The reason why he is seeking supplies for his paper is 
an interesting one. He had a contract with J. R. Booth Co., of 
Ottawa, till last October, on which he expected to be supplied 
for his entire requirements for 1920. The Booth Co. had notified 
him that it was unable to supply him because its paper had been 
sequestrated for Canadian use. Mr. Pape intends to ask the 
Board of Commerce at Ottawa if they cannot come to his rescue, 
but it is hardly possible this board will undertake to make any 
orders on Canadian news print manufacturers in favor of an 
American publisher. Mr. Pape has been buying supplies in the 
spot market, and has been paying as high as 8% cents per pound 
for paper coming from a Quebec mill. 


The Price Case 

It is expected that the appeal of Price Bros. & Co. against the 
order of the Board of Commerce, compelling them to supply 
news print to Montreal concerns at $80 per ton, will come up for 
hearing at the end of the present week, in the Superior Court at 
Ottawa. Meanwhile the company is sending forward supplies, 
those receiving the supplies paying an extra $10 per ton, as well 
as an extra 13% per cent to represent the exchange rate on $90 
per ton, the value of the paper in the United States, under con- 
tract prices. These extra amounts are being paid into a trust 
company, and will be transferred by the trust company to Price 
Bros. & Co., if the Superior Court decides that the Board of 
Commerce has no legal right to make such an order. 


Lumber Embargo Urged 
The annual convention of the Great. War Veterans’ Associa- 
tion of Saskatchewan at the first session this week resolved to 
petition the Dominion Government to take immediate steps to- 
wards placing an embargo on shipments.of Canadian Lumber into 
the United States, or at least, to restrict the export of same. 


Australia to Supplement Canadian Supply 

Following upon the recent visit of Australian publishers to 
Montreal, seeking supplies of news print, the news has been re- 
ceived here that the high cost and scarcity of paper in Australia 
has caused several large users to inquire into the possibilities 
of manufacturing locally, either from Australian-made or im- 
ported pulp, with added pulped waste paper. 

At present nine-tenths of the news print used in the Common- 
wealth is obtained from a mill in British Columbia. The Secre- 
tary of the New South Wales Country Press Association with 
representatives of the Provincial Press, sought to induce the 
Minister of Customs of that country, Massey Greene, to allow 
news print to come in free of duty as being the raw material of 
the news print trade. At the interview he gave it as his con- 
sidered opinion that news print could not be manufactured in 
the Commonwealth, a statement with which the Minister agreed, 
with reservations. In spite of these adverse views, it is probable 
that a pulp and paper mill will be set up at an early rate, with 
the object of supplying paper to certain New South Wales news- 
papers. 

As the cost of paper in Melbourne and Sydney is now about 
400 per cent. above pre-war prices, with a practical certainty of 
a further increase in the near-future, the proposal is being dis- 
cussed eagerly. The opinion has been advanced that writing and 
art papers, as well as news print, could be made in Australia,

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but it would seem that no attempt will be made to produce the 
finer qualities for some time to come. It will be some months 
before news print is made, but plans have already been perfected 
for the manufacture of the coarser kind of wrapping paper and 
for the production of paper yarn and cord for weaving into 
sacking. Paper twine for commercial use is also to be made 
immediately. 

In Queensland, it is pointed out, thousands of tons of sugar 
cane are being burnt or allowed to rot every year. Practical tests 
have shown that this cane is suitable for the manufacture of 
paper yarn of a very high quality and of remarkable high tensile 
strength, and as it would cost little to collect and handle this 
material, highly serviceable corn sacks, wool packs, and bags of 
every description could be manufactured at prices considerably 
less than those of imported articles. Tests have also shown that 
much of the Australian timber waste can be made into pulp and 
good quality printing paper has already been manufactured from 
this. The paper is strong, comparing favorably with Canadian 
paper as imported into the Commonwealth, and ageing tests have 
shown that it does not become brittle in storage. Good quality 
news print has also been made from this local pulp with an added 
percentage of pulped waste. 

Water Powers in New Brunswick 

At the opening of the New Brunswick Legislature, Lieutenant- 
Governor Pugsley, in the Speech from the Throne, announced 
that the most important legislation forecasted is a bill to “enable 
the Government to proceed without delay with the developments 
of such water powers as are found to be commercially feasible.” 

The development of the Grand Falls on the St. John River, 
the biggest water power in eastern Canada, is near at hand, 
according to widely circulated reports in generally well informed 
circles, and is likely to embrace a proposition to include the tak- 
ing over of the extensive timber lands of the New Brunswick 
Railway Lands Company, Ltd. 

The Grand Falls are at present under lease to a syndicate 
which has been controlled by the International Paper Company 
interest and the estate of the late Sir William Van Horne, who 
have posted $60,000 which must be forfeited unless development 
to the extent of not less than $100,000 has been carried on in a 
bona-fide manner within one year of the return of peace following 
the war, which period will elapse on January 10, 1921. 

While nothing definite is known as to what it is proposed to do 
in the way of development, the present critical shortage of pulp 
and paper naturally causes forecasts to turn towards immense 
pulp and paper mills, in which connection it is said that some 
$5,000,000 or $6,000,000 will be paid for rights in connection with 
the timber limits of the New Brunswick Railway Land Company’s 
holdings, which in all amount to 1,647,772 acres and which are 
largely in that section of the province. 

It is said, however, that the International interests are not pre- 
pared to go on with the development and are likely to dispose of 
their interests while another report has it that experts have re- 
ported unfavorably upon Grand Falls as a site for pulp and 
paper mills upon the grounds that satisfactory holdings grounds 
are not available. It is expected that within a very short time now 
something of a definite nature will be shown in regard to the 
propositions. 

The -New Brunswick Railway Land Company is said to be 
controlled by Montreal capitalists. 

International Paper Buys Plant in N. B. 

A despatch from St. John, N. B., says: “American capital is 
looking into the possibilities of pulp and paper making along 
the St. John River. The International Pulp and Paper Company 





has taken over a pulp and paper plant at Keegan, with river shore 
rights and timber limits, and will make large additions, including 
Kraft paper mill. A material boom is expected along the Upper 
St. John River, Edmundston already having a pulp and paper 
mill in operation. Americans are now said to have about $10,- 
000,000 invested in pulp and papermaking in New Brunswick.” 


New Pulp and Lumber Co. 

Stanley Douglass, Fredericton, N. B., manufacturer; Morris R. 
Perley, Devon, accountant; and J. J. Fraser Winslow, Fredericton, 
barrister, have been incorporated as Stanley Douglass, Limited, 
to carry on in all its branches a lumber, timber and pulpwood 
business, and to manufacture, produce, buy, sell and deal in tim- 
ber, logs, lumber and wood of all kinds. The capital stock is 
$180,000, and the head office is to be at Devon, York county, New 
Brunswick. 


On Pulpwood Mission for English Papers 

G. R. Hall Caine, of London, England, scn of Sir Hall Caine, 
has arrived in Canada in the interests of a group of seven of 
the largest newspapers in England, his object being to obtain a 
supply of wood pulp for the English newspapers. 

He says it is his intention to obtain, if possible, a block of 
properties for the cutting of pulp wood and also to arrange for 
the purchase of pulp wood for shipment to England, where it will 
be manufactured. 


New Pulp and Paper Co. at Winnipeg 
In view of the news print famine now being experienced all 
over western Canada considerable interest is taken in the an- 
nounced incorporation of “The Lake Winnipeg, Pulp and Paper 
Company.” The new concern, which will operate on Lake Win- 
nipeg, has an authorized capital of $2,500,000. Details concerning 
the plans and proposed output have not yet been announced. 


Initial Laurentide Dividend 

One of the outstanding features of the week was the declara- 
tion of Laurentide, Limited, of an initial dividend of 1% per 
cent. on the new Laurentide shares recently exchanged on the 
basis of three fpr one, this placing the new stock on a 6 per 
cent. per annum basis, or equal to 18 per cent. on the old issue. 
The stock sold up to 94, equivalent to 282 on the former basis, 
or the highest price on record.

AppL_eTon, Wis., March 15, 1920.—Construction of an addition 
to the machine room of the Grand Rapids plant of the Consoli- 
dated Water Power and Paper Company will practically double 
the print paper capacity of that plant. Work on the addition was 
started last week and it is believed it will be ready for use by the 
middle of the summer. One new machine with a@daily capacity 
of 60 tong of print paper has been ordered and will be:ready for 
delivery when the addition is completed. The new room is im- 
mediately east of the present machine room and will be built over 
a tail race. ’ . 

Actual construction of the new sulphite mill at Grand Rapids 
will be started within a few days. Two houses on property pur- 
chased as a site for the new mill have been moved, giving ample 
working room. 

Workmen engaged in the three building projects of the Con- 
solidated company at Grand Rapids were given an increase in 
wages of from 45 to 50 cents an hour. About 45 men are affected. 
Work on the new power house, started some time ago, is pro- 
gressing more favorably now after several vexatious delays due 
to unfavorable weather conditions. Excellent progress is being 
made on the Jenssen sulphite system which is being installed by 
the Ballard-Sprague company of New York. 


Goes with Wisconsin Paper Co. . 

S. A. Munro, former superintendent of the Escanaba Pulp and 
Paper company at Escanaba, Mich., has been appoimted superin- 
tendent of the ground wood pulp department of the Wisconsin 
River Pulp and Paper company at Stevens Point: This mill is one 
of the largest engaged in print paper manufacture in Wisconsin. 
Mr. Munro is a member of the first class to graduate from the 
New York College of Forestry at Syracuse, N. Y. He was em- 
ployed at Escanaba when the war broke out, but he enlisted in 
the navy, won a commission as ensign and was assigned to duty 
on the south Atlantic.

Machinery for the new Peshtigo Pulp and Paper company plant 
at Peshtigo is expected to arrive at any time and fear is ex- 
pressed that the machines will be ready before the building is 
ready to receive them. Satisfactory progress is being made and the 
officers are confident that actual paper making cam be started by 
April 1. The roof of the new plant was completed this week, the 
heating plant is in operation and workmen are pouring concrete 
for the upper floor. 


To Start Work on Peshtigo Sulphite Plant 
Officers of the Peshtigo Fibre company announced last week 
that work on their $400,000 sulphite mill at Peshtigo will start 
April 1. The machinery has been ordered and every effort will 
be made to have the mill in operation by November 1. The con- 
tract for the building will be awarded in a few days. 


Fire Damages Paper Mills 
A loss of several hundred dollars was caused in the boiler room 


of the Grandfather Falls company near Merrill when wind blew 
down the smokestack, scattering fire and ashes around the room. 
The fire threatened to assume dangerous proportions, but was 
held in check by the company’s apparatus until the city fire de- 
partment arrived. The city department was delayed some time 
because of deep show drifts. 

The Kimberly-Clark company also experienced a loss of sev- 
eral hundred dollars as a result of a fire in the old Vulcan power 
house of the Atlas mill at Appleton. Sparks ignited a quantity 
of sawdust in a room equipped with machinery for pulverizing 
sawdust used in making oatmeal paper and an explosion fol- 
lowed. The blaze spread with great rapidity and firemen worked 
for several hours. Six lines. of hose were used. 


Judson G. Rosebush Honored 

Judson G. Rosebush, president of the Patten Paper Company, 
has been appointed to the International Committee of the Y. M. 
C. A. as one of two men from Wisconsin. He is also a member 
of a regional committee which has charge of Y. M. C. A. activ- 
ities in ten Middle West states, with headquarters in Chicago. 

Mr. Rosebush has also been nominated as an uninstructed dele- 
gate to the Republican national convention at Chicago. He is a 
candidate in the Ninth Congressional District of Wisconsin and 
has the backing of the Winconsin Central Committee. Two other 
Wisconsin paper mill men, John Strange of Menasha and Karl 
Mathies. of Wausau, are also seeking election as Republican dele- 
gates. 

General News of the Trade 

Following installation of machinery sent from New York by ex- 
press, the Godshall Paper Box company of Oshkosh has re- 
sumed operations with a full crew. Its plant was recently de- 
stroyed by fire. The temporary quarters now occupied will not 
permit of the expansion planned by the company but a new and 
modern plant will be erected as soon as building conditions are 
more favorable. 

The latest Wisconsin paper company to employ a visiting 
nurse for its employees is the Interlake Pulp and Paper company 
of Appleton, a branch of the Consolidated Water Power and 
Paper Company of Grand Rapids. Her name is Miss Alina Brus- 
sow and she will maintain an office at the plant. She will also 
make visits to homes of the workers if her time permits. 

The Northern Paper Mill’s basketball team of Green Bay, 
runner-up in the Central A. A. U. championship games at Chi- 
cago, was eliminated from further competition in: the National 
A. A. U. games at Atlanta, Ga., after the first day’s games, losing 
to the Crescent Athletic club five of Brooklyn, by a 45 to 30 score. 
The Northern team was one of the strongest in Wisconsin and 
defeated all other paper mill teams with which it came in con- 
tact. 

Charged with sending objectionable matter through the mails 
to loyal employees of the Nekoosa-Edwards company, character- 
izing them as scabs, Nelson Woods, 19 years old, leader in the 
recent strike at Port Edwards and Nekoosa, was arrested by Fed- 
eral officers. He is also accused of intimidating workmem.in the 
mills in an effort to induce them to leave their jobs. A jury 
found Neals Crowns, Jr., charged with assault during the recent 
strike, not guilty after a long deliberation. 


Change in Wage Rate 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics, reporting on the changes in 
wage rates in the paper making industry during the period 
from November 15 to December 15, 1919, states that all ot 
the employees in one concern were given a 10 per cent increase, 
and about 88 per cent of the men in another plant received 


an increase of about 10 per cent. A 6 per cent raise, affecting 
6 per cent of the employes, was reported by one establishment. 
Every man in one mill was advanced 50 cents» per day. 
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PHILADELPHIA PAPER MEN 
HAVE ENJOYABLE BANQUET 


Fifteenth Annual Banquet of the Paper Trade Association Is 
Largely Attended and Is a Big Success in Every Respect 
—Paper Stock Dealers Association Will Probably Hold 
Annual Banquet About April 15—Paper Houses Still 
Complain of Great Shortage of Most Varieties of Paper— 
Paper Stock Market Displays Unusual Activity— 
Shryock Bros.’ Mill at Downington Damaged by Flood.

PHILADELPHIA, March 15, 1920.—The large attendance and its 
representative character made the fifteenth annual banquet of the 
Paper Trade Association notable; but the greatest success was 
attained because of the warm-hearted good fellowship which pre- 
vailed. There have been more vociferous occasions, but these 
were in the good old days before the war and the demise of a 
certain bibulous gentleman and in the days when H. C. L, had no 
meaning.

Other Trade Bodies Meet 


But Thursday, March 11, had other claims for trade attention 
than even the Paper Trade Association dinner. Three other or- 
ganizations meet simultaneously, the Paper Stock Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, the Philadelphia Stationers’ Association and the Phil- 
adelphia Club of Printing House Craftsmen. 

The stock men, meeting in Grand Fraternity Hall, 16th and 
Arch streets, decided that though there had been long delay in 
the matter of holding an annual dinner, that function should be 
held, preferably about April 15. The associates on the commit- 
tee, Lisle Owens of the Hemingway Company and Robert Evans 
of Infante Brothers, were instructed to proceed and before the 
week end, they were at work. Discussion of the evening was upon 
the advisability of broadening the scope of the association to make 
eligible for membership dealers in all waste materials and perhaps 
to change the name to the Waste Material Dealers’ Association. 
No decision was reached, but the prevailing opinion seemed to 
be that the association should continue as a paper stock dealers’ 
body. 

Complain of Paper Shortage 
That is still the one plaint in every paper-house shortage, most 
(Continued on page 26) 
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acute on news but -little less on all the other grades perhaps in 
the order of krafts, book stock, wrapping, bonds and building 
papers. 

Lifting of embargoes did not appear to have been of much 
benefit to the jobbers for deliveries still come in with most dis- 
appointing infrequency. And of course what does arrive is but a 
part of what was ordered. With traffic restored to normal in city 
streets, deliveries were made without interruption and mill ship- 
ments disappeared from freight yards about as speedily as the 
snow during the warm rain of the week end. 

The one notable development of the week was the rush into the 
market of paper stock. At the close of last week the warerooms 
of the jobbers had been combed out. One of the machines out in 
the Manayunk plant of the Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing 
Company had to close down. But in the last seven days large 
supplies came in, dealers being of the opinion that this was due to 
the opening up of freights east of New York so that supplies 
which ordinarily move on to New England mills were diverted 
into this territory. Despite the great increase, prices held firm 
for all grades with slight advances for No. 1 heavy books, con- 
tainer manila No. 1 mixed papers and commons. During the 
week there were no. accumulations in any of the jobbers’ ware- 
houses. 

Dorland Mill Flood Damaged 

The worst flood in years was experienced last week by the 
Downingtown section in which several paper mills are located, but 
serious damage was done only to the Dorland Mill of Shryock 
Brothers. The ice and water piled up so high that the upper dam 
on the Brandywine was swept away. The mill was for many 
hours entirely surrounded. by water, penning in the employees. 
Ice cakes also were piled up alongside it, tearing away the guy 
wires of the stacks and causing some to fall. Damages aggre- 
gated several thousands of dollars. Prompt repairs were made,

however, and after a few days shut down the mill resumed its 
operations. The flood did considerable damage to the bungalows 
which the firm has begun to erect for the benefit of employees. 
Six of these are now under way and an additional number are 
in contemplation. The firm proposes to establish model homes 
with considerable garden about, for the benefit of the mill hands.

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IMPROVEMENTS ANNOUNCED 
FOR MASSACHUSETTS MILLS 


Crocker, Burbank & Co. Award Casper Ranger Construction 
Co. Contract for $400,000 Improvement to Their Plant at 
Fitchbure—New York & New England Co. Makes Plans 
for Remodeling Plant at Holyoke at Cost of $15,000— 
Conferences Between Holyoke Paper Manufacturers and 


Eagle Lodge Are Nearing End and Indicate that Strike 
Probably Will Be Avoided.

Horyoxe, Mass., March 15, 1920.—The New York-New Eng- 
land Company, which occupies a two-story building on Ely street 
has obtained a permit calling for the remodeling of the building 
at an estimated cost of $15,000. 

A new entrance will be built and new offices installed. The 
ground underneath the building will be evacuated for caller use, 
and the entire interior of the plant renovated. 

According to reports, a contract calling for an expenditure of 
$400,000 has been awarded to the Casper Ranger Construction 
Company by Crocker, Burbank & Co., paper manufacturers at 
Fitchburg. The contract calls for extension of the building, also 
for a machine room, beater room, storehouse and ten double 
houses. The buildings will be constructed of brick and concrete. 


Wage Conferences Nearing End 


The ccnferences between the paper manufacturers and Eagle 
Lodge of paper manufacturers relative to wage increases are near- 
ing an end. After sereral conferences during the past week the 
committee which had conferred with the manufacturers sent in 
its report at a special meeting of the union men yesterday. 

The last conference of the week brought matters to a near 
close, and the strike clouds which have been gathering for some 
weeks are now drifting away. 

There is little news in connection with the unorganized workers 
except that they have renewed their threats to strike unless the 
manufacturers grant them the increases in pay demanded some- 
time ago. 

The increase of the union workers will be retroactive to 
February 1. 

White & Wyckoff Club Meets 


The White & Wyckoff Manufacturing Company’s Service Club, 
composed of executives of the company, department heads, fore- 
men and assistant foremen, held a session and dinner at the Hotel 
Nonotuck last week Thursday, evening. During the evening 
announcement was made by Superintendent Cowan of the pro- 
motion of Gustave Schubach from master mechanic to charge of 
the experimental machinery department and the appointment of 
George Prentiss to the foremanship of the machine shop. Forrest 
R. Gee, one of the new officials of the White & Wyckoff Manu- 
facturing Company said in part: 

“The accounting work involved in the business which manufac- 
tures its own product is a much larger problem than for the con- 
cern which limits its activity to the purchase and sale of a stock 
in trade. To the activities of a trading or retail concern the 
manufacturing business has those of the factory added to it. Not 
only must more property, and a larger variety be kept account of 
and handled so as to get the most efficient return therefrom, but 
also in the handling and operation of this property’s somewhat 
distinct type of expense is incurred. 

“The problems of financial and factory management and con- 


trol are different and more complicated than those of the trading 
or retail business. 


“The pericd between the expenditure of funds for the purchase 
of materials and the payment of expenses and the receipt of the 
money from the sale of the finished product is much longer, 
therefore, much more working capital is necessary and its turn- 
over is less. 


“A larger element of risk enters in ra wmaterials—must be 
worked over, machinery must be employed, a different class of 
labor must be handled and probably trained, and there are many 
other problems calling for a special type of management foor the 
manufacturing end of a business. 

“The accounting department must be so organized as to serve 
these additional demands and complexities of management to 
give the needed information. 


“The quantity and cost of the raw materials consumed in mak- 
ing the product, the labor cost expended on it, and the various 
items of factory expense incurred during one period as compared 
with another, all must be kept under constant revising if suc- 
cessful operation is to be secured. 


“To maintain control over production, careful records as to the 
consumption of material and labor must be kept so that the cause 
of any marked difference in the costs of the current periods as 
compares with former periods can be investigated. To be of the 
greatest usefulness cost records should not only determine fac- 
tory cost but they should accumulate the data needed in estab- 
lishing a selling price to give thee desired profit.”

In Effect This Means that Paper Dealers of Chicago Shall 
Adopt the Policy of Selling Paper Which Is Ultimately 
to Reach a Commercial Printing Press, Only to Printers, 
Who Thus Become Retailers and Are Entitled to the 
Profits of Retailers—Demand for Paper Continues Heavy 
and Mills of Middle West Are Unable to Make Much 
Progress in Catching Up.

Cuicaco, March 16, 1920.—Chicago paper merchants are much 
pleased over the perfection of the retail paper agreement with 
local printing firms, which has come after a decade of seemingly 
fruitless negotiation. The agreement is now in practical oper- 
ation, and is working out in a very satisfactory manner. It 
recognizes the right of the printer to make a profit on paper. 
The agreement means, in effect, that the paper dealers of Chi- 
cago shall adopt the policy of selling paper which is ultimately 
to reach a commercial printing press, only to printers, who thus 
become retailers and are entitled to the profits of retailers. 

The paper men and the printers first got down to business on 
this important matter at a meeting held on January 22, at the 
City Club. At this meeting 150 members of the paper and print- 
ing trade of the city were present. The plan was presented 
from the printers’ point of view by E. F. Hamm, vice-president 
of the Franklin-Typothete of Chicago, and from the point of 
view of the paper dealers by George Olmsted, of the J. W. Butler 
Paper Company. Committees were appointed and worked the 
agreement out in detail. The agreement reads as follows: 

“Pursuant to an understanding reached at a recent meeting 
of printers and paper merchants of Chicago, that a plan be 
presented by the merchants as a possible solution of the oft 
discussed and very perplexing question of protection to the 
printer as well as the paper merchant, on direct sales of print- 
ing papers to the consuming trade, we beg to submit the fol- 
lowing: 

“It would appear quite unnecessary to review in this state- 
ment all the controversial discussions and arguments that have 
for years been directed to this question. After all is said it 
becomes a problem to what extent conditions in our industry 
are controllable, and how far both printer and merchant can go 
in protecting the interest of each other. No arrangement will 
be at all satisfactory that does not safeguard our mutual interests. 

“Conditions in the paper industry are such that, and always 
have been, as to make it impossible, or at least impractical, for 
the paper merchant to refuse to sell certain consumers of print- 
ing papers who elect to make direct purchases of their supplies. 
Paper mills with their own distributing equipment, as well as 
brokers and commission men, are continually soliciting this sort 
of busness, which with the unwillingness of many printers to 
refuse to print papers which they do not buy, creates a situation 
which manifestly imposes on the paper merchant the necessity 
of asking similar freedom in this particular field of our industry. 

“The paper merchant subscribes to the principle that it would 
be far better if all this consumers’ business could be handled 
through the printer, and as individuals and through association 
the merchants can undoubtedly accomplish much toward this end 
by systematic education and the right sort of effort to divert 
such business into what we all believe is its proper channel. 
For the paper merchant, however, to suddenly and drastically 
cut off such business, would not cure the trouble and would work 
a great hardship on those of us who are conscientiously seeking 
a way out of some of the present difficulties. 








“In the department of warehouse stock deliveries will probably 
be found the source of most of the difficulties and annoyances 
besetting the printer. Through the practice of selling paper to 
consumers it is admitted that the paper merchant has to serve 
in the dual capacity of wholesaler and retailer, selling as he 
does in both bulk and broken lots. He has practically the only 
miscellaneous assorted stock of paper merchandise for general 
distribution, and he serves many and quite diverse needs. Such 
business as that of schools and kindergartens, art stores and 
studios, photographers, etc., as well as: paper for second sheets 
for the multigraph, mimeograph and other special printing ma- 
chinery, falls quite without the province of the commercial printer. 

“Conceding that the certain consumers referred to above who 
may buy for direct mill shipments should have the privilege of 
drawing on warehouse stocks the real and vital question then 
confronting the commercial printer is, what sort of protection 
shall be granted him against the sale of paper to the ordinary 
consumer, when such paper is ultimately going to reach the press 
of a commercial printer. 

“In suggesting a plan for protecting the printer on such sales 
to the ordinary consumer, the paper merchants believe that the 
commercial ‘printers have a very clear conception of the re- 
sponsibility devolving upon them of reciprocal protection, and 
on that assumption, and provided the plan meets with the ap- 
proval and hearty support of the commercial printing fraternity 
of Chicago, the undersigned paper merchants of Chicago propose 
to undertake the experiment of positively refusing to sell all such 
ordinary consumers referred to in preceding paragraphs, in any 
way or at any price.” 


Market Conditions Satisfactory 

The general condition of the paper trade of the city has been 
satisfactory during the past week. The volume of business has 
continued, withovt abatement, and the mills of the Middle West 
are therefore unable to make much progress in getting caught up 
with their deliveries. However, a good, steady flow of paper is 
coming in, and according to the jobbers all customers will get 
their paper if they can wait their turn. The jobbers find their 
greatest trouble in filling orders from stock. Owing to the 
conditions on the manufacturing side, the jobbers have allowed 
their stocks to run low, so that they are frequently unable to 
take care of even the most ordinary orders ‘of paper without 
some delay. The paper mills which supply the bulk of the paper 
for printers in this market are at least three months behind. 
The coated book mills are four months behind in some in- 
stances. The news print situation is still bad throughout the 
Middle West, but the mills are shipping heavily and some. mills 
are putting machines on news print which in ordinary times they 
have used to run other paper. The comparative ease with which 
paper machines of the ordinary type can be turned over to news 
print is leading to the exertion of much pressure, especially on 
the kraft paper mills. Were it not for the fact that the demand 
for wrapping paper is almost as brisk as for news print, it is 
safe to say that the wrapping paper mills would be turning out 
news print paper in twice the present volume, which is credited 
to them.

Results of Some Recent Observations by a Member of the 
Official Classification Committee, Which Railroad Body, 
Through Its Official Freight Classification Book Grants 
the ‘Privilege of Using these Containers in the Shipment of 
Freight—Container Club of Chicago Offers Services of 
Its Testing Laboratory to Any Shipper Who From Time to 
Time May Desire to Have Samples Tested. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


The National Association of Shippers using fibre containers 
has sent the following letter to its members: 
“Gentlemen : 

“We learn that a member of the Official Classification Commit- 
tee recently made observation and inspection at representative 
stations, of existing conditions incident to the handling, stowing 
and forwarding of all varieties of shipments, particularly. those 
packed in corrupated and solid fibre boxes. 

“These observations manifest general violations and an appar- 
ent lack of knowledge or regard of shippers for the specific pro- 
visions and rules governing the use of this character of container. 

“As examples of the more conspicuous violations we are in- 
formed it is frequently found that: 

“(1) Fibre boxes when not glued or silicated are merely sealed 
by meanis of tape over the middle seam where the flaps come to- 
gether. No sealing tape whatever is applied over the ends of the 
flaps where such flaps join the ends or sides of the box. 

“The rules provide that where boxes are sealed by means of 
tape alone such sealing strip must completely cover all outer 
joints, openings or seams. Further, that in addition to the above, 
there must be reinforcing strips in the middle of the box at right 
angles across outside joints or seams of flap ends, in the event 
the inner flaps of the box are more than 6 inches apart, it being 
understood that the outer flaps shall, of course, meet or overlap. 

“(2) Again, when gluing or silicating of the flaps is pre- 
ferred, the flaps of the box are often hastily brought together 
without meeting or overlapping, or are not folded in straight. 
This results in a poor and ineffective closiing with the. edges of 
flaps projecting over the sides of the box. These projecting edges 
of the flaps easily catch on objects or corners, the flaps are thereby 
pulled loose from the glued surface, and the box is open. 

“(3) Frequently also, the glue or silicate used in the sealing 
is not brushed over the entire area of contact, a daub here and 
there being considered «sufficient. This results in an entire fail- 
ure of adhesion, the flaps come open during the first process of 
handling, and contents are exposed to damage and pilferage. 

“(4)* In many instances the name and address of consignee 
is sténciled over that portion of the box where the sealing tape 
is applied, and if in handling the tape is stripped off, the name of 
the consignee is gone with the tape. 

“(5) The stenciling of consignee’s name and address over 
advertising on the box creates difficulty and delay in reading, this 
is aggravated when the inks used in such marking and the adver- 
tising are of the same color. 

“(6) The re-use of fibre boxes is being increasingly attempted 
similar to the shipment of second hand wooden boxes. One of the 
primary reasons for carriers conceding the use of fibre contain- 
ers was in the hope of establishing an original one-time container, 
discouraging the use of second-hand boxes on account of con- 
stant difficulties and increasing concealed loss claims arising out 
of the use of second-hand wooden boxes. 


“Under their rules carriers cannot refuse or decline these 
second-hand containers except when they clearly show evidence 
of imperfect conditions at the time of shipment, and every effort 
should therefore be exercised by shippers to protect the carriers 
by discouraging the reshipment of previously used fibre contain- 
ers after the contents have been unpacked therefrom. 

“(7) Shipments of fibre containers which are neither glued 
nor sealed but merely tied with rope, cord, or wire are daily of- 
fered to carriers. This method of packing (?) offers and invites 
pilferage by draymen and other employees of shippers even before 
tender to carrier is made, aside from that offered freight handlers 
and others in the employ of the carrier. 

“Laxity is revealed in the practice of receiving clerks and in- 
spectors of carriers overlooking prompt penalization by the assess- 
ment of twenty per cent added freight charges on violations under 
the rules and provisions governing the shipment of fibre contain- 
ers as set forth in Consolidated Classification Rule 41. 

“This neglect or violation in the observance of the rules is not 
sanctioned or practiced by conscientious shippers, but on the con- 
trary, the evil is often attributable to new and uninformed persons 
in their employ. Attention of shippers over the country is being 
directed to this careless practice, and officers of this association 
respectfully urge all members to make a careful survey of the 
methods of their shipping department in the packing of fibre con- 
tainers with a view to applying timely remedies. 

“It is further suggested occasional inspection be made of the 
condition of containers preliminary to loading for delivery to car- 
riers so that any of these at first trival oversights may not de- 
velop into general violations. Serious difficulty arising from this 
imposition on carriers may otherwise result, to say nothing of 
jeopardizing the continuation of the fibre box rules and thereby 
denying to shippers the benefits and advantages incident to ship- 
ment in this character of container. 

“Thanking you in advance for your kind attention and co- 
operation and hoping you will favor us with your early assurance 
to this extent, we remain,

The manufacturers throughout the country heartily endorse and 
are in direct accord with the above expressed views and the ef- 
forts of this body of fair minded shippers to use the fibre board 
package as it is intended to be used, decrying any attempt at abuse 
or misuse. 

The manufacturers state that the necessity for proper sealing by 
which is meant the closing of the box with silicate of soda which 
is the adhesive generally employed cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized. The package is not really a box until it is properly and 
cempletely closed. Simply sticking the flaps with a small amount 
of adhesive which lets go as soon as pressure is removed does. 
not constitute sealing. It seems indeed a regrettable fact that 
after the manufacturer has put his best efforts in labor and mate- 
rial into the making of a box that will safely carry the freight, 
and after the shipper has paid out his good money for the pack- 
age, the ignorance displayed in the packing rooms in the sealing 
operation sends out the box in an insecure condition. This is. the 
big problem in the use of this container today—proper sealing. 

It sometimes happens also that a shipper may have a commodity 
that he feels cannot be shipped in solid fibre board or corrugated 
fibre containers. The carriers classification does not specify what 
may or may not, it only requires that the package shall be within 
certain limits of size and weight. Very frequently consultation 
and inquiry will develop that the ideal container for the particular 
commodity is fibre board. Any manufacturer will be glad to de- 
sign a package to fit the shippers particular needs.

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IMPROVED CONDITIONS ARE 
EXPECTED SOON IN CANADA 


Advent of Spring Looked Forward to to Bring About Better- 
ment in Operating Conditions at the Pulp and Paper Mills, 
Practically All of Which Have Been Greatly Handi- 
capped by the Severe Winter—Stocks in Pulp Houses 
Are Very Low—Advances Reported in Several Lines of 
Paper—Crown Timber Agent of Ontario Says There 
Will Be Increase in Cost of Pulpwood this Season. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Ont., March 15, 1920—With the advent of spring 
and the inauguration of better transportation facilities, adequate 
water power, escape from anchor ice and othér factors,. with 
which mills have had to contend for’séme weeks, there should 
be an improvement in deliveries in the near future. Stocks in 
paper houses are: very low and the scarcity of soft coal with a 
number of mills had been very closé to the danger point. The 
close of winter is hailed by the trade with a’good deal of optimism 
as the operation of many plants has been carried on with diffi- 
culty and there has been a growing.Shortage in supplies of all 
kinds. , 

There has been an-adyance of half a cent on grey browns, 
manilas and fibres.. Fhe following prices now prévail to jobbers 
in car load lots: Grey»browns, $6.50; “B” manila, $6.75; No. 1 
manila, $8.50; fibre, $8.50. Other advances which have gone into 
effect are pure bleached sulphite bristol—white 19 cents, colored 
20 cents, an advance of three cents during the past few weeks; 
unbleached and ground wood bristols are now 10% certs for 
white and 11% cents for colored, an advance of two cents. Tag 
manila is now 9% cents, whereas, at the first of the year, the 
figure was 634 cents. There has also been a general raise of 
two te three cents on cover papers and prices now run on the 
majority of lines from 12%4 cents to 22 cents for the best grades. 

Business is opening up well for spring and the higher- prices 
are proving no deterrent on the number of orders. In most lines 
it has got to be a stage where prices do not count nearly as much 
as getting the stock. 

The shortage of ground wood pulp continues and prices now 
range from $60 up at mill. The scarcity of sulphite pulp is quite 
pronounced and one leading firm is fully five thousand tons be- 
hind in orders. The new Kipaw plant of the Riordon Pulp and 
Paper Company will be bleaching its output of one hundred tons 
a day before the end of March and this is expected to relieve 
the situation somewhat. On contract, the figure at the mills is 
$130 and, for spot lots and export, the quotation is consider- 
ably higher, as much as 8 cents being commanded in some in- 
stances. Easy bleaching is stiffening all the while and has now 
reached $110 at mill. 

It is little wonder that paper is commanding such high values 
today when the tremendous advance .in the price of rags is con- 
sidered. Canadian mills on imported stocks have to pay the 
7% per cent war tax as well as the prevailing rate of exchange 
of 14 and 15 per cent. Therefore, all rag and rag content paper 
is high. White shirt cuttings in 1914 sold at $4.50 and today the 
figure is $18 to $19. Another item which might be mentioned 
is rosin. In 1914 the figure was $3.97%4 and now it is $17.25. 
Most other raw materials have shown similar advances and in 
some cases very much more. The paper dealers in Toronto do 
not look for any falling in prices on general lines for a-long 
while yet and believe when a decline in quotations set in it 
will be gradual and there will be no disturbance to the trade. 
The shipment of manilas and other lines is improving and job- 





bers..look. for a.better condition in the filling of orders from 
this out. 
Greater Cut of Pulpwood 

Reports. -received from the Crown Timber Agents of Ontario 
indicate that in many centers there will be an increased cut of 
pulpwood this season. In the Cochrane district, 200,000 cubic 
cords have been cut. At Webbwood there has been a fair cut of 
pulpwood. At Port Arthur the_cut of pulpwood on Crown lands 
has been slightly less than a year ago but on private lands it has 
been greater. In the Arnprior district the pulpwood production 
will be 120,000 cords. At Thessalen the amount of: pulpwood 
taker’ out was fair and, in the Parry Sound district, there has 
been a considerable’increase. The past winter was a very favor- 
able one from all standpoints. 


Pay Dividends in American Funds 

At the annual meeting of the American Sales Book Company, 
Limited, which was held in. Toronto recently, the former Board 
of Directors was re-elected. S. J. Moore, of Toronto, was re- 
elected President for the coming year. He announced that in 
future the dividends. would all be paid in American funds which 
will give ‘shareholders in Canada a premium on their share of the 
distribution. The number of shares. held in Canada and the 
United States is about equally divided, while a small quantity 
is also held in Great Britain. There are 12% per cent of arrears 
on preferred. and, it is expected, that. the payment of these will 
be commenced in the near future, dependent on the general finan- 
cial condition. 

Paper Box Business Booming 

At. the regular meeting and luncheon of the Toronto Carton 
Club held at the King Edward Hotel there was a good attendance 
and S. J. Frame presided. A general discussion took place on 
trade conditions which are reported excellent, the chief draw- 
backs being delays in getting sufficient supplies of board and the 
dearth of girl help. The members of the Toronto Carton Club 
will pay a visit to Campbellford at the end of the month where 
they will be the guests of the Northumberland Paper and Elec- 
tric Company, manufacturer of many lines of board. New paper 
box companies are coming into existence all the while. A pro- 
vincial charter has just been granted to the Standard Paper 
Boxes, Limited, Toronto, with a capital of $40,000. Two of the 
incorporators are J. W. Bicknell and C. McKay. The Uxbridge 
Paper Box Company, Limited, Uxbridge, Ont., has also been 
incorporated with a capital of $120,000 to manufacture and deal 
in paper, fibre and wood boxes. Among the provisional directors 
are H. H. Davis and J. S. Beatty, of Toronto. 

New Pulp Plant for Port Arthur 

It is understood that negotiations are under way by some 
American and Canadian capitalists to operate a fifty ton pulp mill 
at Port Arthur and that a news print machine will be added 
later on. The company is negotiating for the purchase.of a block 
of power from the Hydro-Electric Commission and the site under 
consideration is that formerly occupied by the Port Arthur Wagon 
Works. The.latter concern admits that steps are in progress for 
the purchase of its location. 

The Allen Paper Company, whose premises are located on 
Melinda street, next to the McKinnon Building which was burned 
last week, suffered considerable damage to stock by water and 
smoke, and have secured a new location, having moved to 105 
Simcoe street. Mr. Allen reports that his loss was fully covered 
by insurance. 

‘United Paper Mills, Limited, 66 Temperance street, widely 
known jobbers, will in the near future move into larger and 
more commodious quarters in the new Spadina Building on 
Spadina avenue, Toronto. 

E. Pullan, known .as the “Waste. Paper King of Canada,” has

fitted up new offices at 6 Maud street, Toronto, his former quarters 
at 20 Maud street being converted into additional space in the 
warehouse for the sorting and grading of rags and waste paper 
stock. 


W. W. Weed and J. C. Yule, of the Kenwood Mills; Limited, 
Arnprior, Ont., recently paid a visit to a large number of paper 
mills in Ontario, and reports that the demand for felts of all 
kinds is brisk. The Kenwood Mills have recently made additions 
to their plant but cannot keep up with business owing to. the 
activity of the paper mills in the Dominion. The. Kenwood Com- 
pany has recently secured some heavy orders for its felts from 
Japan and Finland. 


Fred L. Ratcliff, of the Ratcliff Paper Company, and wife, who 
have been spending some weeks at Atlantic City, have returned 
home. 


W. F. V. Atkinson who, for the past eight years, has been 
chief forester and superintendent of water powers and stream 
flow for the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, Limited, Sault 
Ste Marie, Ont., has resigned and has opened an office in that 
city as consulting engineer of forestry and water power. 

The by-law to grant certain concessions to the Ross Can Com- 
pany, Limited, was carried by the rate payers of Bowmanville, 
Ont., by a large majority. The company has now over fifty em- 
ployes and turns out a larger number of fibre containers of all 
kinds. 

The recent sudden thaw caused the Don river, Toronto, to go 
on the rampage and the dam of the Don Valley Paper Mills 
was carried away as well as the basement of the plant flooded. 
The company is now drawing water for use in the mill by means 
of a centrifugal pump and pipes from the Don -river. 

Dr. Howe, dean of the Faculty of Forestry of Toronto Uni- 
versity, gave an admirable address before’ 'the : Royal. Canadian 
Institute, Toronto, on “Canada’s Forest Resources.” Speaking 
of pulpwood, he said that the supply in Eastern Canada was 
estimated to last from fifteen to one thousand years, according 
to the personal experiences of the estimator. The shorter time 
limit. was based upon the idea that only large sized trees would 
be cut. Ifthe smaller trees covering the one thousand square 
miles in the Hudson Bay region were utilized then the pulpwood 
supply of the Dominion was assured for a great many years. 





The sixth annual meeting of the Ontario Safety League will 
be held in Toronto on Tuesday, April 13, following which there 
will be a three days’ Safety convention. A. P. Costigane, of 
Toronto, Safety Engineer of the Ontario pulp and Paper Makers’ 
Safety Association, and former chairman of the Pulp and Paper 
Division of the National Safety Council, will be one of the 
speakers on “Accident Prevention in Pulp and Paper Mills.” 


The Mattagami.Pulp and Paper Company, of Smooth Rock 
Falls, Ont., has now the third digester in operation and is turning 
out about ninety tons a day of easy bleaching sulphite. Another 
drying machine will be installed in the near future which will 
increase the output and materially reduce the cost of production. 
A large portion of the pulp of the company is shipped to the 
United States. The annual year of the organization closes on 
March 31 and the statement will show a substantial surplus. 


Civilizing the African Through Paper 


American paper is playing an important part in civilizing the 
natives of West Africa. The printing office at Elat, which is run 
in connection with the Presbyterian Mission is one of the busiest 
places in the country. and the printing is done on Ameri- 
can paper. Sometimes it is not the easiest thing in the world to 
get the paper, even after it reaches Africa, according to tepre- 
sentatives of the Interchurch World Movement, who are making 
a study of world conditions. 


One instalment which recently arrived at the mission printing 
office, was drawn 240 miles by 24 men, who made the trip in three 
and one half weeks. Over a ton of paper was delivered in this 
fashion, and during the rainy season. 


Not only at the mission stations, but in other parts of Africa 
as well, American dealers are finding a market for paper. The 
trade in South Africa has grown from $50,000 worth of paper and 
typefounders’ supplies in 1913 to more than $1,000,000 worth dur- 
ing the past year. This remarkable increase is due in part to the 
inability of England and Sweden, the former sources of supply, 
to meet the demand of South Africa. Since a large share of 
England’s paper came originally from the United States, there is 
no reason why this country should not continue to carry on direct 
trade with Africa. The American commodity has become so 
popular, that there is every reason to believe the demand will 
continue to increase. 

The missionary has from the first been a good press agent for 
American print paper, and as time goes on and his influence 
spreads over a wider territory, he will unconsciously serve the 
trade. even more. Instruction in printing which is given the 
natives in the mission schools is sufficiently adequate so that many 
of the pupils will go out and start printing enterprises of their 
own. which will in turn require print paper. . They will 
undoubtedly look for the commodity to which théy are accustomed 
—the American print paper. 


Eastern Mfg. Co.’s Big Pulpwood Contract 


Boston, Mass., March 15, 1920.—The Eastern Manufacturing 
Company has closed a 30 year contract at fixed price only slightly 
above the present level for 800,000 cords of pulpwood. This 
represents 10 years’ supply at the present rate of cutting. 

The Eastern management plans to utilize this new supply by 
cutting 35,000 cords annually for 14 years after which new growth 
will be encouraged. It will not touch its own timberlands for 
the next decade. 

This new contract, with other contracts, will enable it to cut 
from outside lands for 10 years. This further strengthens its 
unique pulpwood position, making it virtually independent in this 
respect.

Mead Fibre Co. Stock Freely Taken 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } : 

Dayton, Ohio, March 15, 1920—One of the newest business 
organizations in the paper trade, the Mead Fibre Company, is 
offering 7 per cent. cumulative first preferred stock, tax free in 
Ohio, to investors in this city and vicinity with considerable 
success. 

The purpose of the issue is to provide additional working 
capital and to make necessary improvements and extensions for 
handling the increased business, which is that of the manufacture 
of soda pulp. George H. Mead, of the Mead Paper Company, is 
president of the company, which was organized early this year to 
acquire the business and properties of the Kingsport Pulp Com- 
pany, of Kingsport, Tenn. 

The management has been in the hands of the Management, 
Engineering and Development Company of Dayton since early 
in 1919. By skilled operation specialists have increased the pro- 
duction from 40 to 65 tons of paper per day. 

The earnings for the past five months have been in excess of 
$15,000 per month, or considerably in excess of the dividend re- 
quirements of the first preferred stock outstanding. It is indi- 
cated that this rate will be continued, as there are ample con- 
tracts on hand. 

The entire output has been contracted for by the G. H. Mead 
Company of this city, the second largest distributor of pulp and 
paper in the United States. 

It is understood that the greater portion of the output is sold 
to nearby mills in the Middle West, which is the natural market. 
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NO PROFITEERING IN PAPER 


By Puitip T. Dopce, PRESIDENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL PAPER Co. 


The paper situation is very serious. There has been a very 
sudden and enormous increase in the consumption of news print 
paper. The demand exceeds the productive capacity of the United 
States and Canadian mills. 

A number of new mills are contemplated in Canada and the 
indications are that two years from this date the production will 
have increased 1,500 tons a day. The cost of production is in- 
creasing steadily. Twenty dollars a cord is a common price for 
ordinary spruce pulp wood, and recently at our Niagara mill wood 
has cost as high as $24, $25 and $26 a cord. 

When you consider that about a cord and a half of wood 
is required for a ton of paper you will appreciate one of the 
causes for the present seemingly high price. Ten years ago 
wood was obtainable at $6 a cord. In 1913 it averaged between 
$9 and $10 a cord in our various mills. The high price of wood 
is due to the growing scarcity, the greatly increased cost of labor 
and the enormously increased freight rates. Many sources of 
supply are already exhausted. 

No American mills have been built for several years. The Cana- 
dian mills, encouraged by the Canadian Government and having 
cheap water powers and cheap government wood, have grown 
from a capacity of 75 tons a day to above 2,500 tons. 


Publishers to Blame 
Newspaper publishers are largely to blame for the existing 
conditions. The American mills obtained their wood largely from 
Canadian crown lands under government leases, for which they 
paid large sums. At the instance of the publishers the manu- 
factured Canadian product was put on the free list. 


Immediately the expansion of Canadian mills began and the 
Canadian authorities prohibited the sending of free wood from 
the leased lands to the United States mills and the Government 
of the United States did-nothing to protect the American manu- 
facturers. The tariff bill provided for the free entry of paper 
in countries which offered no restrictions to the sending of raw 
materials into the United States, but at the last moment Mr. 
Norris, representing the publishers’ association, had these pro- 
hibitive words stricken from the bill and the law gave free ad- 
mission to paper with no protection to the United States mills 
as to raw material. The results speak for themselves. 


The United States printers are largely at the mercy of foreign 
producers and there is no encouragement for the United States 
manufacturers to invest another dollar. Not being able to obtain 
wood from our holdings in Canada, the International company 
is now erecting its first paper mill in Canada, being forced to do 
so in order to obtain a return from its timber investment. This 
will probably be followed by other mills. In brief, the American 
manufacturers are being forced to take American capital out of 
the country and invest it abroad in order to protect themselves. 


Wood suitable for paper making is rapidly disappearing. A 
number of United States mills will have to cease operations within 
a few years. The International company, producing practically 
2,000 tons of paper a day, is being compelled to convert certain 
of its mills for the production of other papers. It will endeavor, 
however, to hold its production of 1,200 tons, more or less, of 
news print a day, and if possible to increase this production in 
time. 

Profiteering Impossible 

‘When I say to you that while the actual physical properties 
of the International company represent a cash value and a cash 
investment far beyond the face value of its preferred stock and

that for eight years it was able to pay only 2 per cent on this 
stock, I think you will appreciate the discouraging conditions 
which face the United States manufacturers. 

The International company has never profiteered. It established 
fair prices and gave them alike to all. It has never taken advan- 
tage of temporary conditions to wring blood from the publishers 
nor has it cooperated in any way with jobbers or brokers. 

The writer has for years urged the smaller publishers to form 
combinations and buy their paper in bulk in order to secure 
wholesale prices and low freight rates. 

The treatment of the manufacturers by the Government in 
recent years has been infamous. We have been the subject of 
the most bitter attacks and have been prevented from doing 
business along reasonable lines and have been subjected to enor- 
mous outlays without reason. The attack under the Sherman 
law was scandalous. It had no foundation whatever in fact. The 
men indicted were making more paper than had ever been pro- 
duced. Their prices varied as much as $10 a ton. Their lines 
of distribution laid down on a map spread in every conceivable 
direction like the veins of a spider’s web. 

These three facts give the lie to all the charges that were made 
against us in this political attack. When an appeal was taken 
from the finding of the “trade commission,” so styled, to a body 
consisting of four of the high Federal judges the finding of the 
commission was torn to tatters and it was ruled that the: manu- 
facturers were entitled to about $10 a ton more than the price 
fixed by the commission in order to give a moderate return on 
the capital actually invested. If this had not been done the In- 
ternational company would have faced a deficit and would have 
been robbed in one year of three million dollars. 

Since the beginning of my administration the International 
company has sought in every possible way to cooperate with the 
publishers and establish friendly relations. We furnish paper 
to more than four hundred newspapers. We have sent out a 
great many millions of tons and have never failed in deliveries 
and have never defaulted on.a contract. We have sent out tens 
of thousands of tons without profit because of an ascending 
cost after contracts were made. I do not think you will find any 
complaint from the men who have dealt with our company. 

If we are to remain in business we must have a reasonable 
return on our capital invested in a hazardous business attended 
with many dangers and frequently with heavy losses from, fire, 
floods and the like. 


Diana Paper Co. to Build Addition

Watertown, N. Y., March 15, 1920—The Diana Paper Com- 
pany at Harrisville is now ready to erect a large addition to its 
plant this spring. Engineer Charles E. Eaton, 306-307 Sherman 
Building, has already prepared the plans and will be in charge 
of the. construction. 

The new addition is to be 60x94 feet in dimensions and lo- 
cated at the north of the mill. It will be entirely of concrete 
and steel. It is expected that work will start within a brief 
period and will be completed within three months. 

The. structure will be of two stories. The first floor will be 
used primarily for the storage of pulp, while the second floor 
will be used as a finishing room and for storage of finished 
products.

Higher Prices Possible 

Those who hope for lower prices for commodities in the not 
very remote future get but scant comfort from most authorities 
on this subject. Mr. Royal Meeker, Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics is strongly of the opinion that prices will not be low- 
ered soon. Writing in the monthly Labor Review, issued by the 
U. S. Department of Labor, he says: 

If prices are to be lowered, the causes operating to boost prices 
must be attacked. The amount of money and checks in circu- 
lation must be appreciably reduced and the quantities of neces- 
sary goods must be increased in amount. The stocks of commodi- 
ties manufactured on Government account must, so far as possible, 
be salvaged and thrown’ upon the market. The extraordinary 
demands for goods new and old must either be curtailed or pro- 
duction of these goods expanded to meet the needs. 

The financing of the war has made two dollars grow where but 
one dollar grew before. This, coupled with the fact that there 
has been an enormous destruction of economic goods and of the 
farms, mines, forests, and factories supplying these goods,* ex- 
plains the enormous and world-wide decrease in the purchasing 
power (value) of money, which causes increased prices. As long 
as the people have twice as many dollars with which to buy a 
smaller number of commodities, prices are bound to remain high.

In these days when so many unusual events are taking place 
in the paper industry, it is not surprising that reports which have 
no foundation in fact should be circulated more freely than when 
Unfortunately, 


the. industry has been on a more normal basis. 
however, many good people do not recognize the tendency to. 
exaggeration that is rampant just now and swallow too easily 
rumors that should be taken with a grain of salt to say the least. 

Among other ridiculous reports that have been reaching the 
office of the Paper TRADE JouRNAL of late is one to the efféct that 
paper mills are buying thousands of copies of the Saturday Even- 
ing Post each week, putting them into their beaters and turning 
out new paper at a considerable saving in cost over what paper 
might be manufactured from raw material in paper stock as 
usually purchased from a dealer. As the paper in the Saturday 
Evening Post weighs in the neighborhood of eighteen ounces, if 
our memory serves us correctly, and costs only 3 cents up 
wholesale, it can be readily seen that the plan mentioned might 
be an ingenious way for the paper maker to save money, as he 
could not buy this grade of stock from the dealer at nearly so 
favorable a price. 
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But this get-rich-quick scheme cannot be practiced by the 
paper maker even were he weak enough to be tempted by it to 
divert such good literature from its usual channels-——-which we 
do not conceed he is—simply because the method of distribu- 


tion of the Saturday Evening Post makes it impossible. We are 


convinced of this because we were told, when we last heard this 
report, that one paper mill that was successfully working the 
scheme was located in Denver, Colo., and as every one intimately 
acquainted with the paper making industry knows, not a single 
paper mill is located in the State of Colorado.

Certain-teed Profits Nearly Doubled 

The annual report of the Certain-teed Products Corporation, 
which has important roofing mills in various parts of the country, 
for the year ending December 31, 1919, shows net profits nearly 
double those of the preceding year. After deducting charges and 
Federal taxes the profits amount to $862,909, which is equivalent, 
after deduction of first and second preferred dividends, to $7.17 
a share earned on the 70,000 shares of common stock of no par 
value. In 1918 the .net profits were $438,841, or $1.06 a share on 
the 65,000 shares then outstanding. 

Commenting on the business for the year President Brown said 
in the report that the company had a satisfactory half year ended 
December 31, and that but for the unexpected expense of the 
steel and coal strike, which combined cost the company more 
than $100,000 in increased costs of fuel, nails and other supplies, 
the profits would have been still higher. 

Regarding the last half of 1919 the report says: “The com- 
pany’s sales in 1919 show a large increase in cash over all pre- 
vious years. Sales of goods under Certain-teed brand show a 
large increase in units of sale and although net earnings were 
favorable, they were almost all made in the last half of the year, 
which was the most successful six months’ period in the com- 
pany’s history.”

Why Pulpwood Is High 
Boston, Mass., March 15, 1920. 
Epitor PAPER TRADE JOURNAL: 

I noticed in your paper of February 26 on page 56 an article 
relative to lumber jacks. You are mistaken in your. conclusions. 
Different companies have been bringing lumber jacks from New 
York City to the woods for a good many years. The ordinary 
city tramps are not taken to the woods. There are, however, a 
good many Russians and Polacks who have come to this country 
from the wooded territory of their native country. These men 
do pretty good work while they are employed. 

There is one serious difficulty however. These men have 
learned to be dishonest. If they can get their fares paid back to 
the lumber woods and then sneak away within a day or two and 
go to another camp and beat their employer out of their carfare, 
it is the game that they are ready to play. There is another bad 
feature relative to these men. As soon as they get a good stake 
ahead they call for their time and go back to New York City and 
loaf and spend their money. Very few of them work steady. 
Now that we have prohibition there is a possibility that they may 
be more reliable in the future. 

This scarcity of labor owing to the present conditions has 
caused high wages and high cost for pulpwood, logs, etc.

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Time to Wash Up Paper Machine 


Question No. 2,500.—In your question and answer department 
will you kindly give me your opinion as to how long it should 
take to shut down and wash up a paper machine, having two 
screens to raise and two felts to rope up and wash, and get the 
paper on the reel again, with four men on the machine, and kindly 
give me your method of procedure? 


Answer No. 2,500.—A machine such as you describe with four 
men should be thoroughly washed up and the paper on the reel 
again, providing there is no change of orders, in at least one hour. 
This can be easily done if a little forethought is used by the 
machine tender. Before shutting down everything should be in 
readiness, bolts on the screen loosened, hose fitted up properly 
with nozzles, tools placed where they may be easily pickd up, 
soap for ‘the felts all made-up and in readiness for use, and the 
pole for roping the felts in place. When the machine tender 
shuts the stuff off his whole crew should get to work imme- 
diately upon getting the felts to washing. This done, thee back- 
tender and third hand should tackle the screens, when one screen 
is raised the backtender should start washing up, while the third 
hand is raising the other screen, and while the second screen is 
being washed by the backtender the third hand can let down the 
other screen which has been washed. When the second screen 
has been washed the third hand can be letting this down while 
the backtender is washing the head boxes, and in the meantime, 
the machine tender and fourth hand, while keeping an eye on 
the falts, have cleaned all the doctors and washed the “Dandy” 
and the machine tender has carefully looked over his wire for 
spots and weak places. Many a machine has been started up 
after being down an hour or more washing up, to find a hole 
in the paper caused by a spot or a hole in the wire, which had 
not been carefully examined by the machine tender, while the 
wash up had been in progress. 

Immediately after the screens and head boxes have been 
washed the water should be turned on and started around. After 
this has been done all of the crew can get to work on straighten- 
ing the felts out. By the time this has been accomplished there 
will be sufficient water going around in the screens and head 
box to put the stuff on at once. The machine tender will, of 
course, have seen to putting the steam on his dryers in time so 
that they will be sufficiently heated, but not overheated, to dry 
his paper. If this work is systemized by the machine tender it is 
surprising how quickly and thoroughly a wash up can be done.

Mill Lined Chip Board—Regular chip board with a surface 
layer of a better grade of stock on one side. 





New Air Shake for Paper Machines 


Wm. C. Nash, of Neenah, Wis., has invented a compressed air 
shake for paper making machines which is doing most satisfac- 
tory work on a machine of the Lakeside Paper Company at 
Neenah. Those who have witnessed the new shake work believe 
that it will be very widely used as soon as paper makers appre- 
ciate its possibilities. 

It is said that the new device has as near a continuous motion 
as can be made, that it has a soft and uniform throw, that it will 
not buckle the tube rolls from the jar, that it will carry a larger 
percentage of filler by a more dense sheet, that by its use an 
exceedingly smooth and uniform sheet of paper can be obtained, 
that it can be adjusted while in motion to suit the condition of 
the stock without any waste of paper and that it is easy on the 
machine and neat in appearance. 


Pulp Output Reduced by Long Storage 

How large a loss may be caused by decay in pulp wood through 
storage was learned in recent observations conducted by the Forest 
Products Laboratory at a sulphate pulp mill. 

Pulp wood which yielded over 3% tons per digester when used 
green, after a year’s storage yielded only 3 tons. Some which had 
been stored for from 2 to 3 years yielded only 2% tons per di- 
gester. .These losses in production, amounting to the latter case 
to over 25 per cent, occurred without any compensating reduction 
in operating expenses. 

Hence the monetary loss was fully equal to what the lost 
product would have sold for f. o. b. mill. 

Such losses can be largely reduced by so operating the wood 
yard that the wood is used as nearly in rotation as possible, with- 
out allowing any to remain in storage as long as one year.

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THE CORNISH CHINA CLAY INDUSTRY 


WriTTEN ESPECIALLY FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 


Since my last note transport facilities have improved and there 
seems to be a genuine desire on the part of the railway authorities 
to speed up the China clay transport and to accelerate the load- 
ing of boats at Fowey so there is every prospect of the Ameri- 
can shipments becoming more regular. The state of the trade 
during the latter part of the year 1919 had become so precarious 
that a deadlock was almost feared. The Government was urging 
all industries to produce, produce, produce, in order to improve 
the conditions of the country and also to absorb all unemploy- 
ment, and here was an industry that had already responded to 
every demand made during a long crisis, and most nobly, too, 
was once more submissive only to realize that they could not 
possibly get away the goods after they had produced them. 


Cablegram from Walter Sessions 

The situation was discussed by all the local authorities and it 
was resolved to send urgent representations to the railway au- 
thorities and Minister of Transport, when a cablegram was re- 
ceived from Mr. Walter Sessions, who had just arrived in 
America where he had gone on business on behalf of the China 
Clay Association concerning the American market. His cable- 
gram was as follows: 

“Larger consumption of China clay in the States than ever. 
Alarming reduction of shipment from England mostly due to 
want of facilities at Fowey. Please press for night loading and 
completion of new jetty to save situation.” 

The cablegram from Mr. Sessions naturally gave a consider- 
able impetus to the Emergency Committee of the China clay 
industry, and a representative deputation of the trade waited 
upon the Great Western Railway authorities at Plymouth as 
the port of Fowey and china clay traffic came under their 
jurisdiction. The deputation included T. Mediand Stocker, J. P., 
and J. S. Lovering, joint managers of the Associated China 
Clays, Ltd.; R. R. French, the European representative of the 
Paper Makers Importing Company of Easton, Pa.; W. Rose, 
J. P., of the firm of North & Rose, who also represented several 
large American buyers; J. P. Carter, representing the ship- 
broking interest at Fowey; Rockingham Gill, a great China clay 
land-owner representing the China Clay Owners’ Federation, 
and Samuel Benson, the secretary of the Associated China Clays, 
Ltd. 


Causes of the Delays 


This deputation was received by the local managers, who 
contended that the shortage of trucks and locomotives was ac- 
countable for the delays complained of; but the utmost considera- 
tion of the authorities was promised and the deputation withdrew. 

As there was no reply after a fortnight’s wait, another emer- 
gency meeting of the association was called and the American 
cable of Mr. Sessions was transmitted to Paddington, the chief 
office of the Great Western Railway Company, and the follow- 
ing telegram was also sent by Mr. Benson from the Emergency 
Committee : 

“Deputation representing China clay industry visited your of- 
fices at Plymouth a fortnight ago, endeavoring to remove the 
congéstion at Fowey, and suggested working No. 4 jetty 
(equipped with electric elevator and conveyor). sixteen hours, two 
shifts of eight hours each, instead of one as at present. Your 
Plymouth managers suggested shortage of locomotives. We 
would point out that locomotives are being used for longer dis- 
tance traffic to Plymouth and Falmouth, which are loading clay 
for America, whereas if No. 4 jetty had been worked sixteen 
hours instead of eight this clay would have been loaded at 
Fowey, thus saving locomotive power. We understand the coun- 





try is needing export to America in order to counterbalance 
food imports. Would point out that the No. 4 jetty the machin- 
ery installed therewith is capable of working twenty-four hours. 
Labor distress in this area is very serious. The whole of this 
difficulty can be relieved by extending the hours of working 
No. 4 jetty. Am sending copy of this telegram to the Board 
of Trade, Ministers of Labor and Transport and members of 
Parliament for the China Clay County of Cornwall. We under- 
stand new arrangements are coming into force whereby wagons 
will be placed earlier in position for loading at clay works. 
This will be advantageous, but it does not touch the fringe of 
the difficulty at Fowey. Clay works still more congested and 
unemployment increased. Urgent representations are being 
made by the S. Austell Urban District Council, S. Austell 
Rural District Council, Cornwall Labor Advisory Committee, and 
the Joint Industrial Council of the China clay and China stone 
industry.” 
Appeal to Cornish Members of Parliament 

In transmitting a copy of the foregoing telegram to the Cor- 
nish members of Parliament, the secretary wired: “In view 
of the grave situation of China clay industry, owing to lack of 
transport facilities, involving the holding up of export trade, 
and increasing the already widespread unemployment, we are 
relying upon Cornish members to remedy deadlock. Inadequate 
transport facilities the crux of the situation. The member repre- 
senting the China clay district of Cornwall (Commander Sir 
Edward Nicholl), with his usual adroitness, lost no time in 
raising the subject in the House of Commons and asked Sir 
Auckland Geddes whether he was aware that men were even 
being discharged from the Cornish China Clay Works and many 
more were under notice in consequence of the shortage of rail- 
way trucks. Sir Auckland Geddes, in replying, stated that he 
was aware that the China clay industry at S. Austell was, 
together with many other districts, suffering from a shortage 
of railway wagons, and the possibility of improving the situation 
was engaging the attention of the Minister of Transport.” 

Sir Edward Nicholl, M. P., did not content himself by merely 
bringing the matter to the notice of the Minister of Transport, 
but he visited the various departments and had conferences with 
Sir Eric Geddes and Sir Rhys Williams and obtained assurances 
that an early improvement may be expected. 

Visit Government Departments 

Captain Lewis Peters, a member of the S. Austell Rural 
District Council, was deputed by that authority to visit the Gov- 
ernment departments in London and was accompanied by Sir 
Edward Nicholl. Captain Peters (who is a partner of the firm 
of Parkyn & Peters at S. Austell) was informed by the Min- 
ister of Transport that the railway wagons were being re- 
turned from France at the rate of 500 a week and that the 
Ministry would allot as many as can possibly be spared for the 
China clay industry. 

T. Medland Stocker, J. P., one of the managing directors 
of the English China Clays, Ltd., and joint managing director of 
the Associated China Clays, Ltd., who has also been to London 
as a member of the deputation appointed by the clay industry, 
sent the following telegram to Mr. Benson: 

“After urgent representations at meetings held with various 
Government departments and with considerable assistance from 
Joe Harris, the representative of the Workers’ Union, Mr. 
Roberts, the general goods manager of the Great Western Rail- 
way, has promised that No. 4 jetty at Fowey shall work sixteen 
hours and has placed contract for completion of No. 8 jetty.

Mr. Benson has also received from the Ministry of Transport 
the following telegram: 

“General manager of the Great Western Railway has matter 
fully in hand with regard to delays at Fowey. Special steps 
are being at once taken to accelerate port working, with a view 
to removing congestion. Wire further if necessary relief is ob- 
tained and situation ameliorated.” 

Mr. Benson also received letters from the Prime Minister and 
the President of the Board of Trade, stating that the matter of 
transport difficulties was receiving special attention. 


Enterprise Is Solving Problems 

The success of the combined efforts of the local authorities 
and the solid combination of the industry has emphasized the 
value of publicity and propaganda in connection with the diffi- 
culties experienced. The cablegram of Walter Sessions, coming 
from America at a most opportune moment, and the telegrams 
and deputations to ministers, were heartily supported here by 
the West of England, and even the London press, so that all 
associated in any official capacity with the departments con- 
cerned could not very well escape the subject on opening their 
papers in the morning. 

While the industry is to be congratulated for the enterprise 
displayed in the solution of such a difficult problem, it is only 
fair to say that the British Railways have been considerably 
overtaxed through increased traffic, and owing to so much of 
the rolling stock being still in France and out of repair. 


Interview with Ralph R. French 


I had an interesting interview with Ralph R. French, the 
European representative of the Paper Makers Importing Com- 
pany of Easton, Pa., upon his return to England after an ex- 
tended visit to the firm he so ably represents. Mr. French 
stated that in the Spring of 1919 the shipments from Fowey to 
America were very discouraging, being down almost to their 
lowest ebb. A slight improvement was effected about mid- 
summer and has been steadily maintained since. During July 
and August there were several heavy shipments and there were 
sufficient boats chartered then to keep the port of Fowey going 
continuously throughout October, with a fair prospect for a busy 
year end. Mr. French referred to a boat that had been char- 
tered by his firm that was detained at Fowey for nearly a fort- 
night as several others were nominated previously and naturally 
took priority in loading. This, however, was a substantial in- 
dication that the American market was recovering. In the 
early part of last year the American manufacturers were con- 
fronted with similar troubles as the manufacturers of this coun- 
try so much so there was almost a national hesitancy on the 
part of manufacturers to develop their business more than was 
absolutely necessary. The unsettled conditions existing in the 
docks and various key industries retarded all developments 
which ought to have followed the armistice. However, trade is 
once more becoming brisk, and happily it may be said that many 
industries of America are righting themselves and the demand 
for Cornish clay will soon assume its normal condition. As 
importers of Cornish clays for many years, it was essential for 
his firm to obtain a continuous supply and as better facilities 
are obtainable, and with a more satisfactory labor outlook, 
there ought to be no reason why Cornish clay cannot now be 
better guaranteed. 

Mr. French informed me that C. H. Knight, the secretary of 
the Paper Makers Importing Company of Easton, Pa., accom- 
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panied him and his wife on their return to England on the 
S.S. Carmania. Mr. Knight is now the principal administrator 
of a large business established by his father, John Knight, more 
than a half century ago. Owing to Mr. Knight's inability to 
secure a prompt return passage, he sailed on the Japanese 
steamer Tokishima Maru, which was taking a cargo of clay 
from Fowey to New York, and it is believed that Mr. Knight 
is the first clay shipper to sail from Fowey on a clay steamer. 


Interview with Mr. Stocker 

In an interesting interview I had with T. Medland Stocker, 
J. P., managing director of the English China Clay, Ltd., in 
referring to the situation, he said: “The anticipations of pro- 
ducers at the time of the armistice have hardly been realized. 
The trade was producing rather less than one-third of the 
normal capacity and the widely expressed view was that the 
stocks of clay held by manufacturers having reached a very low 
ebb, there would be a very large increase in the use of China 
clay, and that within a very few months it should approximate 
to at least two-thirds of the normal. The anticipations have 
not been realized and the shipments during the autumn of 
1919 shows only a very slight increase, if any, on that of 
autumn, 1918. 












Various Difficulties 

There are various difficulties with which the trade is con- 
tending. First, production. Under this heading there are in- 
creased costs of labor. Wages have risen from 7d per hour 
to %; the coal bill has more than doubled, and timber so 
largely used is probably three to four times above pre-war cost. 
All these have necessitated a large increase in the price. Then 
there are transport difficulties. The supply of China clay to 
the English manufacturer has been rendered very difficult by 
the shortage of railway trucks. Orders for English consump- 
tion have on many occasions been on hand for weeks before the 
necessary trucks could be obtained. 


Lack of Small Shipping Tonnage 

The want of small shipping tonnage has been felt acutely. 
The building of small coasting vessels has practically ceased. 
Many of the ships formerly in the trade were torpedoed and 
have not been replaced. Both papermakers and pottery man- 
ufacturers have been experiencing their own troubles in secur- 
ing China clay and other raw materials and therefore the home 
consumption has not been what we had anticipated. The Con- 
tinental countries are experiencing the same difficulties as exist 
in England; but probably to a larger extent. 


Two China Clay Works Sold 

During the latter part of August two China clay works were 
offered by public auction occasioned by the decease of the 
principal partner. The works were sold together with the stocks 
of clay and equipment as going concerns. There was a good 
attendance and the auctioneer, who is an expert salesman as well 
as an authority on such properties, soon realized £11,000 for 
the first lot and in less than twenty minutes secured £17,800 for 
the second lot, which showed that there was a spirit of optimism 
still prevailing notwithstanding the many difficulties the trade 
has had to pass through. 


Better Railway Facilities 
The Great Western Railway has almost completed a new 
line extending from S. Austell as far as Carthew, where sev- 
eral works will soon be linked up to the main line of Railway 
to Fowey, which will do away with much inconvenience and delay

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THE DIRECT DETERMINATION OF LIGNIN IN CELLULOSES 
BY HYDROLYSIS WITH ACIDS 


By Dr. Ernst Becker, In Der Papier-Fabrikant. 


To obtain an estimation of the lignin residues remaining in 
celluloses the methyl value serves for the chief purpose in the well 
known method published by Benedikt and Bamberger. In the 
following researches the method of determination employed by 
Konig and his coworkers in the case of wood and fodder celluloses 
has been investigated. This consists in dissolving away the 
cellulose and other carbohydrates by acids, and weighing the undis- 
solved lignin in terms of cellulose. 

It has been proved thereby that this method is far from allowing 
so close a determination in the case of celluloses as in that of 
wood, and that, too, the results do not agree so well. But it 
always affords a means of estimating the degree of disintegration 
of the cellulose and the comparison of the lignin values with the 
methyl numbers is certainly interesting. 

The determination of lignin with dilute hydrochloric acid by 
the method of K6nig and Rump (Zeitschr. f. Unters, d. Nahr—und 
Genussmittel, Vol. 28, p. 17i, 1914) shows a marked carbonisation 
of the pulp, and, finally, could not be carried through on account 
of the gasless hours and the irregular gas pressure. 


Overcoming Difficulties 

With the application of strong acids filtration becomes very much 
more difficult, which is entirely opposite to the result in most wood 
determinations. It is proved in this way that these difficulties can 
be overcome in some measure by employing larger quantities of 
the acids which are present and which thus exert an action on 
the cellulose. This is to be explained by the fact that cellulose 
consists of over 90 per cent of compounds convertible into sugar, 
whereas in wood as much as 30 per cent of lignin is present, which 
is not convertible into sugar; hence not so much acid is required 
for complete hydrolysis. For each gramme of cellulose 80 to 100 
c.c. of acid were used. These large quantities of acid render 
Willstatter’s method of employing highly concentrated hydrochloric 
acid unsuited to the purpose, because such large quantities of acids 
<an only be regulated with great pains and loss of time. (Will- 
statter and Zechmeister, Berichte d. Deutsch. chem. Ges., 1913, 46, 
4201). The same rule holds good in regard to hydrogen chloride 
which Krull employed in the conversion of cellulose into sugar 
(Versuche tiber Verzuckerung der Zellulose, Diss. Danzig, 
1916). The introduction of hydrochloric acid in gaseous form into 
large quantities of liquid would require a great expenditure of 
time and exclude the carrying out of several determinations one 
after the other. There still remains the method of working with 
72 per cent sulphuric acid which Ost and Wilkening used for the 
conversion of cellulose into sugar (Chemiker-Zeitung, 1910, 34, 
461). Kénig and Braun (Die technische Gewinnung von Zellulose 
aus Holz, Dissert. Miinster, 1913), as well as Ké6nig and Becker 
(op. cit.) have shown that in working with these acids on the 
wood of deciduous trees a part of the lignin may become soluble, 
and in comparison with other methods considerably lower values 
are found. But this danger in the case of cellulose is not very 
great, since portions of the lignin which are easily rendered soluble 
are, in fact, already dissolved in the cooking proéess. Besides, it 
is scarcely conceivable that the lignin should continue unchanged 
throughout the entire duration of such a long process as that of 
cooking at high temperatures, as indeed it is extremely unlikely 
that, as a matter of fact, the lignin is isolated in its original com- 
position from the raw material by the action of strong acids. This 
view has already been expressed by Schwalbe (Zeitschr. f. ange- 
wandte Chemie, 32, 125, 1919). ‘fhe fact that lignin is partially 
dissolved in 72 per cent sulphuric acid, or at least splits off certain 
groups, has been used by Klason (Papier-Ztg., 35, 3781, 1910), and 
also by v. Fellenberg (Schweizer Mitteilg. f. Lebensm-Unters. und 


Hygiene, 7, 28, 1917), for the indirect determination of lignin. 
Acetyl, as we also know, is split off from wood, and it can arise 
from lignin only, a fact recently used for analytical purposes 
(Schawlbe and Becker, Zeitschr, f. angewandte Chemie, 32, 126, 
1919). But according to Heuser (Zeitschr. f. angewandte Chemie, 
1909), lignin isolated by acids contains no acetyl. In this case, 
therefore, it can only be a question of comparative values which 
serve the purpose of judging the quantity of degradation products. 
Of all the acids which serve as a means of direct lignin determina- 
tions, 72 per cent sulphuric acid is the simplest to handle. The 
determinations were carried out in the following manner: 

One gramme of cellulose rasped as fine as possible, was 
thoroughly kneaded in with a glass rod in a beaker of toughened 
glass containing 10-20 c.c. of 72 per cent sulphuric acid, and as 
soon as the whole mass had become gelatinous, made up to 80-100 
c.c. of 72 per cent sulphuric acid, and allowed to stand for 24 
hours. It was then diluted with 1-1% parts of water, and after 
standing filtered through a Gooch crucible over asbestos, washed 
with hot water, and dried until constant weight was reached. 
Thereupon the crucible was flamed again and again weighed. The 
difference in weight is the ash-free lignin. 

Under the microscope the lignin when tested with iodine and 
sulphuric acid showed itself free from cellulose. Preliminary 
freeing of the cellulose from resins was not necessary, since sepa- 
ration of the resins does not change the results. 

The unbleached cellulose dissolved in sulphuric acid with a 
brown color, whereby more or less of the lignin residues remained 
behind undissolved. Bleached cellulose rapidly dissolved in the 
acid with a clear yellow color, as does also cotton, and like this 
substance, it leaves behind very little residue, barely visible to the 
eye. Contrary to bleached cellulose, unbleached sulphite cellulose 
which, however, is distinctly white for the most part, becomes 
brown when brought in contact with strong acids. In fact, it is 
probable that during the sulphite cooking process the coloring 
matters of the wood which perhaps resemble lignin, enter into an 
“addition combination” with the sulphurous acid, a compound 
which is broken up again by the action of the strong acids during 
the determination of lignin. 

The results of the lignin determinations are given in the table:

DETERMINATION OF LIGNIN 
(Continued from page 52) 


The figures show that certain relations exist between the lignin 
residues and the methyl value, that a low lignin content also 
corresponds to a low methyl value, even though the methyl value 
in no sense is proportional to the lignin content. The phlorglucinol 
reaction also approximately corresponds with these values. 


Lignin Content Extremely Diverse 


The lignin content of commercial pulps is extremely diverse. It 
appears to be relatively high in the Mitscherlich pulps which 
serve for “pergamyn” (parchment) papers (Schwalbe and Becker, 
Cellulose Mucilage II), while pulp of good bleaching quality, in 
particular, that obtained by the Ritter-Kellner process, contains 
only 2-3 per cent of lignin. The small lignin content of the un- 
bleached poplar pulp is most striking, which is clearly explained 
by the action of sulphite cooking which has caused an extensive 
disintegration of the ‘soft, short-fibred wood. The copper value of 
the wood pulp is also correspondingly high, being expressed by 
3.61. The pulp has the same, pure white look as that of bleached 
cellulose which it resembles in its whole behavior to concentrated 
acid. 

The bleached pulp has only a small content of lignin residues, 
which amount to little more than 1 per cent. Similarly nitrated 
cotton was not entirely dissolved in 72 per cent sulphuric acid, 
and hence it contains only traces of substances not convertible into 
sugar. 

This method seems to be perhaps especially useful as a means of 
determining in a simple manner the quantity of non-hydrolyzable 
incrusted matters in bleached, that is, refined pulps, and it is a 
method that can find equally useful application for chemical pur- 
poses. These pulps that are treated with sulphuric acid also allow 
of an unusually rapid filtration, while the filtering of the celluose 
residues which contain strong amounts of lignin in spite of the 
cautionary rules given above can always require several hours 
longer. 

With bleached pulps it is possible to undertake filtration as soon 
as half a day has passed, since by that time the conversion of all 
the cellulose into sugar has already been completed, and by dilution 
with water no more cellulose dextrin is precipitated out.

A meet- 
ing of creditors was held at the office of Referee Greve in Cin- 
cinnati the latter part of last week and Paul C. Connolly, trustee, 
reported that negotiations are under way for the payment of all 
creditors in full. 

At his request the meeting was continued until some time this 
week when it is expected details will be completed for an ad- 
justment of the difficulties. The demand for the company’s 
product is such as to necessitate as early resumption of opera- 
tions as possible.

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New York Market Review 


Office of the Partr Trape Journat, 
Wepnespay, March 17, 1920. 


Several representative dealers in the various markets, when 
asked by the reporter of the Paper Trape Journal, leading 
questions regarding the market conditions in their particular 
field, replied simply, “There is no market.” This assertion, when 
closely investigated, was found in many cases to be a fact. There 
is some stock on hand btit it consists mainly of odd jobber’s 
lots at widely varying quotations, for closely ranged prices are 
a thing of the now distant past. 

The continued freight car shortage and scarcity of pulp con- 
tinues in the news print.market. It was reportéd that thousands 
of tons are delayed at the mills awaiting shipment to needy 
consignees, but that the lack of box cars for this purpose makes 
prompt delivery impossible. Some feel that governmental action 
to relieve the tension would be a boon to all concerned, while 
others fear a general muddling of the already serious situation. 
Meanwhile the small publisher is paying unusual prices for his 
news print—if he is lucky enough to get it at all. With a pending 
physical improvement in the conditions of the railroads and the 
better distribution of supplies at the mills, it is possible that the 
tensity of the spot market will be eased off much by summer. 

There has been no change in the condition of the book paper 
market over last week. It was said that there had been a slight 
improvement in the box car situation, but hardly enough to 
lessen the pressure in this field to any appreciable extent. Book 
mills in certain localities are partially flooded as a result of the 
overflow of adjacent waterways, and it is thought that this 
hindrance will continue to exist until well into the warmer 
weather. 

There is no abatement in the demands of the publishers and 
advertising seemingly continues in the same heavy volume. 

Tissues maintained their strength over last week’s reports and 
supplies are noticeably diminishing both at the mills and in 
jobbers’ warehouses. Prices quoted by various dealers in this 
market were so roving, that it may be said that tissues are un- 
quotable at the present time. Demand is expected to continue 
for some time, and partly in vi€w of this, future prices are said 
to be due for a higher level. 

Boxboard dealers hinted this week that top prices have been 
reached in this market. Quite a number of mills have stopped 
taking orders. 

The earliest delivery being promised by board manufacturers 
today is reported as June, all invoices being subject to prevailing 

price at time of shipment. 
Mechanical Pulp 

Mechanical pulp mills in the North remain frozen in and 
operations are still considerably suspended. Last week a warm 
wave hit the pulp territory and relief was in sight for a short 
spell, but the ice covered ground permitted the water from melt- 
ing snow to run over it, instead of sinking into it, and while the 
thaw was making fair progress, there came an abrupt drop in 
temperature, and conditions are now very much as they were be- 
fore, excepting for an additional layer of ice over all. Floods 
in the late spring are now looked to by pulp men as practically 
inevitable, with no future relief in sight. 

Chemical Pulp 

It is. difficult to imagine a more intense demand for chemical 
pulp than existed in this market during the past week. Do- 
mestic mills are known to be handicapped by the weather, labor 
and transit difficulties which have so persistently prevailed this 
winter. Foreign plants are reported as still frozen in, and that 
pulp which is being produced is mostly contracted for by the 
European paper mills. In view of these conditions, the shortage 
here is expected to remain for the next three months, and it is 





believed that in May and June the first big importations will 
somewhat alleviate the acute shortage and start the chemical 
pulp market on the road to recovery. 


Domestic and Foreign Rags 

A slight easing off in demand was reported in the rag market 
during the past year. It has been generally noted that at this 
time of the year business usually falls off with the rag dealers. 
Manufacturers in other lines are also forced to lay low on pro- 
duction and sales, and this is reflected in the rag field. 

Strikes and embargoes abroad have called a halt to importations 
of rags lately. Business continues to be transacted with the 
overseas packers, however, as they are offering some goods for 
delivery after the strikes. Odd tonnage is arriving in spite of 
these blockades, but it by no means relieves the domestic de- 
mand for foreign stock. No authoritative word has been received 
as yet regarding a Belgian embargo on certain grades of rags, 
but such development would not be particularly surprising, as 
it is generally conceded that Belgium often follows France in many 
governmental policies. 


Old Rope and Bagging 
It was reported last week that there had been a decided trade 
slump in many grades of bagging, that the demand had slackened 
and prices had descended to a new level. The chief reason for 
this, it was said, is that paper mills are using jute, which it is 
understood, it is being imported in big shipments from Calcutta, 
India, and is obtainable at attractive figures. 


Waste Paper 

The scarcity of waste papers continued during the past week 
with no let-up in the active demand. This market is in a con- 
siderably unsettled state, due in a great part to the recent sudden 
lifting of the freight embargoes along certain important lines. 
Tonnage that has been delayed and accumulating because of the 
embargoes, is now being received by the consignee, and conse- 
quently there is an unusual influx of waste paper to those plants, 
Many mills are not placing orders as strongly as before the embar- 
go with the hope that waste paper prices will shortly decline. But 
there is little chance for this for some time to come, according 
to several large packers. They believe and unreservedly advise 
that the future holds even higher prices in store, and report that 
there is no surplus material, and an absolute absence of specula- 


‘tion in the market. 


Paper production is far behind schedule, and as long as this 
state exists, the mills’ demands for stock is bound to continue in 
unabated volume. 


Twine : 

Demand in the twine market continued strong last week with an 
advance in price in several grades due to the advancing cost of 
production. Along with this rise there was a gerieral advance 
in price on all differentials. The new level is estimated at from 
15 per cent to 50 per cent above last week’s, with an increase of 
approximately 12% per cent in manila cordage. Higher quotations 
fog the future were predicted in some quarters, owing to the fact 
that raw jute is very scarce and can only be bought at advancing 
prices.

Again, it might be well for shippers to have their boxes tested 
from time to time by scientific measurement to determine that 
they are actually getting boxes that test up in bursting strength, 
caliper, etc., to the specifications laid down by the carriers and 
which they are paying for in their purchases of the containers. 
The Container Club, at 608 South Dearborn street, Chicago, offers 
the services of its testing laboratory free to any shipper who from 
time to time may desire to have samples tested.

ALUM.—There has been no preceptible change in this field 
during the past week. Demand has not been very brisk, but rather 
spasmodic, and there seem to be ample supplies to meet the need 
of mills. Prices for the week were: lump, 4c.; ground, 4.25c.; 
and powdered alum, 4.75c. 

BLANC FIXE—Demand in.blanc fixe continued strong last 
week. Supplies of this commodity are practically unavailable, 
many of the mills handling this product being sold out for the 
next six months. Blanc fixe pulp was-selling last week at $60, 
and the dry grade at $90 the ton, f.o.b. works. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Mills manufacturing this article are 
finding their chief trouble in transportation. It was reported that 
ample supplies are waiting at the mills for shipment to the paper 
plants, but the only cars available are gondolas which are wholly 
unsuitable for moving the powder. The scarcity of this article 
in New York and the East in general is acute. Bleaching prices 
for the past week were 4c. the pound for domestic trade, f. 0. b. 
works. 

‘*BRIMSTONE.—Trade continues quiet in the brimstone 
market, with demand normal and supplies of the commodity 
quite, adequate. Sulphur concerns expect no change in price or 
demand for some time’to come, arid there has been no fluctuation 
in price over last week’s quotations. Brimstone is still selling 
at $18@20 the ton, contract. 

CASEIN.—A slight drop in price occurred this week in the 
casein market, due, it is thought, to several large shipments just 
arrived from South America. This easing off is not expected 
to continue, however, as the steady demand will soon consume 

‘this foreign supply, and a return to the former level is predicted 
shortly. Casein sold from 14.50c.@1l6c. per pound. . 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Demand continued in this field during the 
past week, in excess of the supply. by a large percentage. The 
scarcity of cars has been the main cause of the dearth of ma- 
terial in this market, while works have also been greatly handi- 
capped in their production by the difficulty in receiving their raw 
material. Last week’s quotations were: 76 per cent solid, 6c.@ 
6.25c., f. o. b. New York. 

CHINA CLAY.—Weather conditions in the south are reported 
as having improved slightly during the past week and 
mining is gradually nearing a normal basis, but it is believed that 
it will take some time for operations to be fully restored. Deal- 
ers in this product are far behind with their orders, but shipping 
facilities are improved over last week. There has been no change 
in quotations within the past. seven days. 

ROSIN.—The recent shortage in rosin has resulted in higher 
quotations for the past week. Supplies from the south -were 
held up due to the longshoremen’s strike at Savannah, one of the 
most important rosin-shipping ports. Tonnage is reported as 
scarce even in the South and nearly unobtainable here. Rosin 
prices quoted this week were: grade E, $19.05; grade F, $19.10; 
and grade G, $19.15, 280 pounds basis, f. o. b. New York. 

SODA ASH.—The momentum gained in this market two weeks 
ago was carried through last week to a general cleaning up of 
stocks in answer to heavy demand of the paper mills. This com- 
modity is reported as very scarce owing to the continued trans- 
portation disorders, although stocks are plentiful enough at the 
works. Quotations for the past week per pound were 2.50 in 
bags and 2.60 in barrels. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA—An acute shortage was re- 
ported in this market last week. Supplies are low and demand 
from paper manufacturers continued in even greater volume than 
the preceding week. The radical price range for the last seven days 





was: 1.85@2 for the. commercial grade, and 2.85@3.25 for the 
iron free. 

TALC.—A continuance in demand for talc prevailed last week. 
Box cars are still scarce and it is predicted that if these condi- 
tions continue, higher prices are in store for the near future. No 
change in price was reported during the past week in this field.
